SHE ASKS THAT ATTENTION BE 
GIVEN TO HER APPEAL. 








A GREAT WROKXG, SHE SAYS, 1S BEING 
DONE HER—DOES NOT WANT Ha- 
WAIIAN COMMISSIONERS ALONE TO 
BE HEARD—HER STATEMENT AND 
THAT OF HER GUARDIAN. 


| Vietoria Kawekin Kaiaulani Lunalilo Kalani- 
Muiahilapalapa Cleghorn, the Hawaiian Prin- 
Bess, arrived in the city yesterday. She was a 
Passenger on the Teutonic, which reached her 
@ock shortly after 4 o’cloek. Her traveling 
fompanions were Theophilus Davies, her guar- 
Gian; Mrs. Davies, Mise Davies, Miss Whatoff, 
Bn attendaut of the Princess, and a French 
maid. They were met atthe pier by E. C. Mac 
arlane, ex-Minister of Finance for the de 
fthroned Queen, who immediately took charge 
pftheir luggage and transported them and it 
with all possible speed to the Brevoort House, 
‘where quarters had been engaged for the entire 
party. 

After Mr. Davies had an opportunity to re- 
move his tweeds and get himself into some- 
shing more presentabie, he gave an “‘ audience ” 
for that isthe way in which Ambassadors of 

noesses receive ordinary human beings—to 
the newspaper men. He said that the Princess 
had prepared a statement to the peopie of the 
Dnited States in addition to the one which has 
eady been published. 

“We come here,” he said, “simply as an heir, 
with a desire that we should receive our just 
fines and nothing more. Ithas been said that 
we would place our case before Mr. Oleveland. 
We shall certainly go to Washington, but 
whether or not we shall make a personal appeal 
to the President is as yet undecided. 

“The Princess feels that a great wrong is 
gmbout to be donc her, and she has come to be on 
hand while that wrong is being done, and, so far 
ms possible, to give the people of the United 
Btates a clearer understanding of her position 

han wouid be possible if they listened alone to 

wortis of the Hawaiian Commissioners. 

“ We are here in hostility to no one. I have 
pome here with axirl who, to all intents and 
purposes, has beon my daughter in England for 
the last four years, to prevent her from being 
eheated out of her patrimony. We shall go to 
Boston on Friday, and on Tuesday next to 
“Washington. Further than that we have made 
mo plans.

Jeaye me without a home, or a name, or a nation. 

Seventy years ago Christian America sent over 
Phristian men and women to give religion and civili- 
pation to Hawaii. They gave us the Gospel, they 
jade us @ nation, and we learned to love and trast 
America. To-day three of the sons of those mission- 
Bries are at your capital asking you to undo their 
fathers’ work. Who sent them? Who gave them 
guthority to break the Constitution which they swore 
they would uphold? 

Today I, a poor, weak girl, with not one of my 
people near me and all these Hawaiian statesmen 
against me, have strength to stand up for the rights 
bfmy people. Even now I oan hear their wail in 
fy heart, and it gives me strength and courage, and 
Iam strong, strong in the faith of God, strong in the 
mnowledge that I am right, strong in the etrength of 
70,000,000 people, who in this free land will hear my 
pry and will refuse to let their flag cover dishonor to 
pine. 

The Princess impresses one as rather of the 
Yankee school-marm type. She is tall and 
yn Wears eyeglasses which doesnot conceal 

y any means her decidedly good eyes, which 
are a soft brown. Her bair is almost biack, and 
somewhat wavy. Her complexion is dark, but 
mot more so than many girls whom one meets 
every day on kroadway. She wore yesterday, 


‘when she left the steamship, a simple gray” 


traveling gown with a dark jacketand some 
port of a fluify hat which was not unbecoming. 
She talks in a very simple, dignified way, and 
seems possessed of decidedly more common 
pense than most young women of seventeen vor 
eightcen. She refused to say anything beyond 
® word or two as to the trip, which she seemed 
to have enjoyed very much. 

Mr. Davies, when asked by a New-York 
Times reporter to give a little more in detail 
the position of himself andthe Princess, made 
the following statement: 

“After the revolution of 1887 Mr. Thurston 
came into power, and enjoyed very generally 
the oonfidence of natives and foreigners. At 
that time the Princess Kaiaulani, heiress pre- 
sumptive to the throne, was eleven years of 
age, and it was felt to be very important that 
she should be sent entirely away from the sur- 
roundings and influences of Hawaiian Court 
life, in order that she might be trained

Thurston repeatedly urged that the youn 
Princess should be sent to England with this 
object, and in i889, when she was thirteen years

achool which had already been selected. 

“At the end of the first year the result was 
deemed so satisfactory that King Kalakaua was 
persuaded to consent to a continuance of the

her of the Princess, with the written concur- 
rence of the King and the then Princess Liliuo- 
kalani, that Mre. Davies and myself would act

* Princess Kaiaulani has thus been entirely as 
= of our own children, and has epent all her 
olidays with us. Her one idea, and our one 
fee. has been to prepare her for the return to 
own land during the present year, when she 
attains her majority. 

“One of the last acts of the Hawaiian Legis- 
lature, of which four of the five Commissioners 
mow at Washington were members, was to vote 
@ eum of $4,000 for the expenses of the return 
tour of the beireas-apparent.

‘“*Talso wrote to the Minister on the same 
date, pointing out what appeared to me to be 
the grave difficulties in the way of the carrying 
out by the Commissioners of the proposal for 
annexation. I stated that,in my opinion, no 
aiount of reasoning and nO amount of bribe 
would ever gain the pure Hawaiian vote, and 
that without that vote annexation could be 
neither completed nor carried on hereafter; 
that the good will of the Hawalians must be 
gccured, or a sutholent garrison must be pro- 
vided to compel it; that Hawaiians could not 
be ignored, and that the sympathies of mankind 
would be with them always. 

“J then urged that a convention of all classes 
of voters should be called, a ourefully revised 
Ce netitution presented to them, that the Queen 
asbould be requested to abdicate, and that the 
Princess Kaiaulani should be roclaimed Queen 
with a Council of Regency, of which I suggest- 
ed that Mr. Dole, now head of the provisional 
Government, should be President.

46 y it was sent or who sent it I do not 
know, but as loyal guardians and faithful 
friends there was only one thing for us to do— 
to stand here beside the Princess in the pres- 
ence of these representatives of Hawail who 
would transfer her birthright without the civ- 
ility, the humanity of one word to her of ex- 
planation or even of sympathy. We come here 
With no official status and with no official in- 
formation, but with the conviction that the 
Government and people of the United States 
will not lend their countenance to the disinher- 
itance, for no fault alleged against her or her 
nation, of a royal lady who, with singular grace 
and courage, endeavored to fit herself for her 
high position,-and has shrunk from neither 
duty nor sacrifice in the effort. 

‘I feel a good deal of sympathy for the Com- 
missioners, who must find themselves in a posi- 
tion of great embarrassment Several of them 
were concerned in the preparation of the Ha- 
walian Constitution of 1887, which they com- 
pelled the King to accept and to swear to main- 
tain. Atleast four of the Commissioners bave 
taken the oath to the same Constitutien, and it 
has been adopted by the nation. When Liliuo- 
kalani ascended the throne she took the usual 
oath, and by that Constitution the Princess Kai- 
aulani was proclaimed heiress to the throne. 

“The ‘Jueen appears to have violated her 
constitutional oath and to have laid herself 
open to deposition, but that cannot affect the 
Constitution itself nor the oaths which the 
Commissioners took. There is no pretense that 
the Hawalian electorate ever knew of the rev- 
olution atthe date of the Commissioners’ de- 
parture on their present mission, and it is diffi- 
cult to see how they can sosufiiciently define 
their present position as to enable them to 
write to the heir apparent and announce to her 
the circumstances of their arrival 

“I donot fora moment believe that any of 
them would be guilty of intentional cruelty or 
-even discourtesy to the Princess, and the incon- 
ceivable treatment which their silence toward 
her bas betrayed them into must arise from the 
difficulty they find in reconciling their present 
attitude with the knowledges that their oath to 
sustain the Hawaiian Constitution binds them 
to the succession of the Princess unless the na- 
tion itself releases them froin that oath.” 

The father of the Princess, Archibald Scott 
Cleghorn, was a native of Scotland, and was 
Hawalian Receiver General of Customs when 
Queen Liliuokalani was deposed. Her mother, 
who is dead, was the Princess Likelike and a 
sister of the late King Kalakaua. 





MORE FIGHTING IN HONDURAS. 
BONILLA STARTS A NEW REVO- 
AGAINST PRESIDENT LBIVA. 


GEN. 
LUTION 


NEw-ORLEANS, March 1.—A prominent resi- 
dent of New-Orieans to-day received a letter 
from Honduras bringing information that the 
country is once more ina state of revolution. 
The republic has again been invaded by Poli- 
oarpo Bonilla and his friends. 

The first move made by the revolutionists was 
directed by Gen. Manuel Bonilla, who was 
prominent in the lastrevolution and was re- 
cently pardoned by the Honduras Government 

Onthe 13th of February Gen. Bonilla at- 
tacked the barracks at Juti Calpa, in Olancho, 
and captured the entire garrison and arms. A 
fierce battle was waged between the revolu- 
tionists and the Government troops, several of 
whour were killed, among them being the 
Mayor of the place and one of the leading 
officers. 

President Leiva, when this information 
reached him, turned over the reins of Govern- 
ment to Gen. Rosendo Auguerro, the Minister 
of War, whose place was filled by Rafael Ala- 
verdo Guerero. 

A new Cabinet waa formed, with Dr. Juan A. 
Arias as Minister of Government; Don Leopoldo 
Cordova as Minister of the Treasury, and Carlos 
L. Macier as Director General of Rents. The 
remaining members of the Cabinet will soon be 
changed. 

The letter also contained the information that

@ peaceable settlement, and great hopes were 
expressed on both sides that such a result would 
be achieved. 

If peace is not declared, Gen. Vasquez, with 
3,000 men, will take the tield, and will be re-en- 
forced by severa) hundred men from Chaluteco. 
It is believed that the Minister of War, Ala 
verdo, and the Minister of Government, Arias, 
are in sympathy with the revolutioniste, as 
they have heretofore belonged to the Bonillista 
party. 


FOUR PERSONS BADLY INJURED.

THE ACCIDENT WAS CAUSED BY AN 
EXPLOSION OF NATURAL GAS. 


NIAGARA Faris, N. Y., March L—A terrific 
explosion of natural gas ocourred in the large 
manufactory of the Ontario Silver Company of 
Humberstone, Ontario, last evening, wrecking 
the building and seriously injuring three men 
and a boy:

BURT FRASER, a boy. 
JOHN BELLFORD, a local insurance agent of 
umberstone, who was calling on Mr. Mo-

The men were engaged in fiushing out the 
regulator, which had become filled with water, 
when a quantity of gas escaped into the build- 
ing. A burning jet caused the explosion. All 
four were terribly burned. MoGlashen had all 
the hair on his head burned off, and his face, 
head, and arms to the elbows are blistered and 
swollen to twice theirmatural size. His sutfer- 
ings are intense and he may not survive. The 
engineer was the most fortunate. The boy 
Fraser and Insurance Agent Bellford are in a 
serious condition. 

Yhe building was completely wrecked. The 
plant is valued at $75,000. McGlashen’s pari- 
ner is Dr. G. C. Clark of this city.

THE VES8EL WILL BE PLACED IN COM- 
MISSION TO-MORROW. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The Bancroft will be 
placed in commission on Friday, with Lieu- 
tenant Commander Asa Walker, recently de- 
tached from the Miantonomoh, as commanding 
officer. The other officers who will be attached 
to the ship are Lieuts. W. P. Day, 8. L. Graham, 
J. C. Gillmore, and H. 8. Chase; Passed Assist- 
ant Surgeon H. N. T. Harris, and Assistant Pay- 
master T. H. Hicks. 

The contractors of the Bancroft must go to 
Congress to get the premium for the extra speed 
developed by this vessel on its recent trial. The 
Government owes Moore, Sonus & Co. of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., about $48,000, for the excess of two 
and a half xnots of speed attained by the ehip. 
The Cramps have been paid as high as $100,000 
in premiums without being compelled to go to 
Congress for a separate appropriation, but 
in the case of the Brancroft all the money 
available was consumed in the price for which 
the contractors offered to do the work. 

This makes it necessary that the contractors 
get a bill through the next Congress.

Jesus F. Nieto, the Prosecutor of Justice, is 
looking into the case, and has announced that 
Adame must be tried for his crime, notwitb- 
standing the report of the medical experts. Mr.

MARY LAWRENCE'S WORK 


A STATUE OF COLUMBUS FOR 
THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


THE PRODUCTION OF A GIFTED YOUNG 
SCULPTOR OF THIS CITY—IT WILL 
HAVE A CONSPICUOUS PLACE IN 
THE GROUNDS—MODEL ADMIRED BY 
ALL WHO HAVE SEEN IT. 


Tho knowledge has been shared by a very fow 
persons that a young woman of high social 
standing in this city has been selected by the 
World’s Fair Commissioners to make a statue 
of Christopher Columbus to be placed on the 
exhibition grounds at Chicago, and that the 
model fer the cast has just been completed. 
The news will be of great interest to the public 
at large, butan artist will more readily appre- 
ciate what honor there is in being the one out of 
many hundred sculptors to be intrusted with 
the work. 

Miss Mary Lawrence, daughter of Mra. Henry 
E. Lawrence and the late Henry E. Lawrence 
of 57 East Twenty-fifth Street, is the young 
woman who has attained this honor. Miss 
Lawrence is known to the most prominent 
sculptors as a young woman of consummate 
talent with the modeling knife, and in the Art 
Btudents’ League, of which she has long been a 
member, she is recognized as the “strongest” 
modeler among the pupils. 

It was early in last June when Miss Lawrence 
was selected by the World’s Fair Commission- 
ers to model the leading statue of Columbus. 
At a joint meeting of the gentlemen and lady 
managers of the exposition held early in that 
month, it was suggested that a gigantic statue 
of Christopher Columbus be placed in the plaza 
fronting the Administration Building, the most 
conspicuous spot fora statue on the grounds, 
and necessarily requiring a perfect piece of 
work. Mrs. Potter Palmer wished at the time 
thata woman soulptor might make the model. 

The Commissioners immediately wrote to Au- 
gustus St. Gaudens, the sculptor, of this city, 
asking him to undertake the modeling of the 
statue. Mr. St. Gaudens wrote back that he had 
not the time to devote to the molding, but that 
he knew of a young woman—one of his pupils 
in the Art Students’ League—who was perfectly 
well able to undertake the task to the complete 
satisfaction of the commission. 

The matter was left with Mr. St. Gaudens, and 
Miss Mary Lawrence was chosen to work out 
the conception of Mr. St. Gandena, greatly to 
the pleasure of Mrs. Potter Palmer and the 
other women on the Board of Woman Managers 
of the exposition. 

A studio was secured on the top floor of a 
house in West Twenty-third Street not far from 
the Art Students’ League, and Miss Lawrence 
began her responsible task with the quiet as- 
surance and unassuming manner of the true 
artist. The suggestions of Mr. 8t. Gaudens 
were modeled out with a perfeotion and expedi- 
tion that excited wonder and admiration in 


in the few who watched. But just as the form 
of the discoverer had almost completely evolved 
out of the olay there came a set-back that would 
have thoroughly discouraged any one less en- 
thusiastic. 

Mises Lawrence had, at the opening of her 
studio, employed a little Italian lad to sweep 
out the rooms, run errands, and help generally. 
Eerly in the Fall the little Italian was dis- 
charged for a very good reason. It had never 
occurred to Miss Lawrence to lock her studio 
door when ehe left late in the afternoon. One 
morning, soon after the discharge of the helper, 
she returned to her work to find the beautiful 
model, the work of menths,a mass of shape- 
less clay soattered over the studio floor. 

Upon thinking the mishap over, with remark- 
able self-possession, Miss Lawrence came to the 
conclusion that her little Italian had a deeper 
regard for lead pipe than sense of admiration 
for the artietio and the beautiful. he desire 
for revenge had prompted the discarded boy to 
enter the studio after Miss Lawrence had left, 
sorape off the supports of lead pipes in the 
arms and legs, and sell the spoile to a plumber 
in Third Avenue. Miss Lawrence was advised 
to have the boy punished, but the youngster's 
mother made such an earnest appeal in his be- 
half that she promised to forgive. 

Nothing daunted, a new frame was soon erect- 
ed and the work of doing three months’ work 
over again was begun. About a month ago a 
new Columbus, with many improvements upon 
the old, stood in the place of the demolished 
figure. 

A month of touching and retouching leaves 
standing now in Miss Lawrence's studio what 
is judged to be the most majestic conception of 
Christopher Columbus yet seen in this country. 

The form as it stands is a trifle over t feet 
high, and represents Columbus with the stand- 
ard of Castile and Aragon uplifted with the 
right hand, and the discoverer’s sword pointed 
downward in the left hand. The face has not 
that full, well-fed appearance seen in some of 
the conceptions of him, but, as itis thrown 
back and upward, there is an expression 
of suppressed joy coming through haggard 
features and deep lines of care and anguish. 
The head is bare and the hair is thrown back 
and out squarely around the back of the neck, 
after the custom of those days. The hands are 
incased in gauntlets and about the boy is the 
ouirass. Falling from the cuirass over the 
hips are the tasses or skirts of sliding splints 
of steel. On the feet and ankles are the 
jambes. Thies figureis so accurate in propor- 
tions and dress and so suggestive of the idea to 
be expressed—Columbus in tho act of taking 
possession of the pewly-discovered country — 
that the attention is involuntarily attracted 
and held. 

The tigure will not be cast in bronze for 
use at the Chicago Exposition. It will be in- 
creased to twelve or fifteen feet in height and 
molded in staff, a material that will stand the 
dampness and cold of two years without sus- 
taining injury. The statue will be ready to 
mount about May 1. 

There is every reason for believing that ulti- 
mately the statuo will be cast in bronze. 





OLD BOOKSELLER SWiFT IS DEAD.

HIS WAS A FAMILIAR FIGURE IN WALL 
AND BROAD STREETS. 


Stephen W. Swift, an old-time “‘ Ninth Warder,” 
and for many years a familiar character down 
town, especially on Wall and Broad Streets, 
died of pneumonia at his home, 8 Charles Street, 
on Tuesday, after an illness of but three da)s. 

He was born in Philadelphia sixty-seven years 
ago, and was a member of Hibernia Engine 
Company of that oilty. That organization was 
the oldest volunteer fire company in tle country, 
it being now nearly a century and a half since 


{ts foundation, and during the Columbian cele- 


bration here last Fall Mr. Swilit appeared in the 
old regalia, attracting much attention. 

For afew months, when a iad, Mr. Swift was 
in the navy, and was one of the crew of the brig 
Somere when young Spencer, sen of the man 


then Secretary of War, was hanged from the 
yardarm. During the gold fever Mr. Swift went 
to California, but, losing both health and a fort- 
pore returned to the East and settled in this 
city. 

For the forty yeare that he had lived here he 
sold books to the brokers and bankers of Wall 
Street, making an Ann Street bookstore his 
headquarters. He had many patrons, and was 
familiarly known to the whole “ Street.” 

Mr. Swift belonged to Columbia Commandery, 
Knights Templar, and to Mecca Temple of the 
Mystic Shrine, having been Outer Guard of the 
latter organization for many years. The funeral 
service will be held in Scottish Rite Hall at 8 
o’clook this evening. 

Mr. Swift was twice married and leaves a 
wife and two daughters.

NEWARK, March 1.—Another life was sacri 
ficed this evening to the centre pole on which 
the trolley wires of the electric cars are carried. 
A fourteen-year-old boy named Richard Poole, 
employed in the Edison Electric Works in Har- 
rison, was the victim. 

The little fellow was on his way home and 
riding on an East Newark horse car. At the 
Market Street stationan excitement attracted 
his attention, and he climbed under the chain 
which is strung on all the cars on the centre- 
pole side to preveut passengers from leaving 
the car on that side, and his head came in con- 
tact with Pole No. 2. His skull was crushed by 
the blow. 

His body was carried to the station and sent 
thence to his home. Several lives have been 
sacrificed to these poles since the Hoard of 
Works gave the car companies permission to 
put them in the middle of the streets. 

The board has recently, however, ordered the 
companies to remove them.

THE BROOKLYN. 


DAMAGE TO PROPERTY, BUT FORTU- 
NATELY NO LO83 OF LIFE. 


There is a large patch of plaster missing from 
the wall of the United States Government 
Weighers’ office, at 7 Fulton Street, Brooklyn. 
The woodwork in the vicinity is scorched and 
blackened, and the general appearance of 
things indicates that a commotion recently took 
place there. 

The office telephone is connectéd with a wire 
running along Fulton Street underneath the 
elevated railroad tracks. A De Kalb Avenue 
trolley car came bumping along yeaterday 
morning and aftera particularly hard jolt the 
long arm slipped from its wire and tlew up 
against the telephone wire in front of the 
Weighers’ office. 

A loud hissing noise followed and smoke 
issued from the wire. The telephone wire was 
broken and fell tothe ground and all the tele- 
phones onthe circuit were for the time being 
rendered inoperative. The damage in the 
Weighers’ ollice was done when the telephone 
there was burned out : 

In the meantime the broken wire tripped up 
the horees of an Adams Street car, severely 
burning them, and menaced the safety of a num- 
ber of ladies who were crossing the street in ig- 
norance of the wire’s dangerous attributes. 

It was half an hour before the damage could 
be repaired and travel resumed. 





RAVIGNON TELLS HIS STORY. 


ALL HIS TROUBLES BEGAN ON AC- 
COUNT OF A BROKEN ENGAGEMENT. 


Boston, March 1.—Count Armand de Ravi- 
gnon, who was held in the Municipal Court this 
morning on a charge of forgery after having 
been discharged on a complaint of defrauding 
a hotel out of a board bill, made public to-day 
his life history, which he has carefully guarded 
heretofore and which makes a most romantio 
atory. 

According to his story, his troubles began 
with his annulment ofa marriage engagement 
with Baroness Herminie du Breuel, a Belgian, 
with whom he became acquainted at the Paris 
races. She was beautiful, but he soon became 
convinced that she was nota fit person for any 
self-respecting man to take to his heart and 
home. - 

He broke the engagement and she became en- 
raged, threatening to wreak vengeance upon 
him for the public shame and huwiliation that 
his action would entail upon her. Possessed of 
all the blandishments that are so effectual upon 
old men, she worked upon the susceptibilities of 
nis aged father, Count Edmond de Ravignon, to 
such an extent that the latter expelled his son 
from home. Then his wanderings began and his 
checkered career had its beginning. 

Although his education had been liberal, be 
had no particular profession or calling. Soon 
atter he determined to try his fortunes in 
America, and for aboutayearlived in New- 
York on the interest of railway securities in- 
vested for him by his bankers, Corforth & Co., 
Victoria Square, London. 

Tn verification of his statement, Ravignon ex- 
hibited a banker's letter containing advices 
upon certain investmentsin which he was the 
interested party. Within two years aiter he 
came from home he found bimself working as a 
Canadian cotton-mill laborer at $1 a day. 

His father’s estates he says, are valued at be- 
tween two and three millions, and are in Paris, 
the South of France, andin England. A mater- 
nal uncle had made him remittances from time 
to time, and he had every reason to believe that 
money would have come to him within the past 
fortnight. Part of the possessions which will 
eventually belong to him, cameto the family 
through his mother, who was of English birth. 

Ravignon said he had intelligence some time 
ago that his father had married hie discarded 
fiancée, but ne could find no official proof of the 
fact. Ravignon says he has applied at all the 
large stores here for employment, but without 
Buocess. 





THE WORLD'S FAIR

THK LEGISLATURE URGED TO PAS8S THE 
APPROPRIATION AT ONCE. 


BILL, 


ALBANY, Maroh 1.—Ex-Senator Donald Mo- 
Naughton furnished each member of the Assem- 
bly with a circular letter thie morning, in 
which was urged the necessity of passing the 
$300,000 additional appropriation for the 
World’s Fair. Attention was called to the fact 
that the general reception of articles in the ex- 
position buildings will end April 10 next, and no 
article except in the Agricultural, Stock, and 
Dairy Departments wll be admitted to Jack- 
son Park after that date. The exposition opens 
May 1. It is absolutely necessary, therefore, 


that the genoral managers should be advised 
immediately what action the Legislature will 
take. The Senate bill referred to will enable 
them to perfect their plans. 

If action is delayed beyond this week, tho 
delay will operate very injuriously on the in- 
tended exhibit from this State, adding ma- 
terlally to the expense of making the sare, 
and procuring suitable cases, frames, &o., and 
installing the exhibits. 

The bill is now in the Committee on Ways and 
Means, and its progress was blocked to-day by 
the debate on personal registration. 





Gen, James in Youngstown, 

Younrcstowy, Ohio, March 1.—Among the dis- 
tinguished guests at the banquetor the St. 
David's Society of Youngstown to-night was ex- 
Postmaster General Thomas lL, James, who is 
one of the most conspicuous of the Welsh de- 
scendantes in this country. Gen. James, accom- 
panied by his wife, arrived here from New- 
York this noon. His reception at the banquet 
was very cordial. He made an excellent speech, 
in which he recalled the names and deeds of 
several famous Aimericanus of Welsh descent, in- 
eluding Thomas Jefferson, Paul Jones, James A. 
Gartield, and Wayne MacVoagh. ‘ 

Gen. James gave an interesting account of his 
travelain Wales and described some of the his- 
toric places there. He repudiated the story, 
which was circulated some time ayo, that the 
last time he was in Wales he was unable to tind 
anybody who could speak the Weish language. 
He warmly commended the hovesty, consorv- 
atism, and cordiality of the Welsh people, and 
expressed the belief that under Mr. Gladstone’s 
administration of atfairs Wales would receive 
the attention which her necessities domanded. 
There was need, he said, of reforms in the land 
laws of that country. 





Woman Suffrace in Kansas, 

Topeka, Kan., March 1.—The House to-day 
passed the Senate joint resolution providing for 
submitting to the vote of the State an amend- 
mentto the Conatitution giving women full 
suffrage rights. Flight amendments were made, 
which had been agreed to by the Senate, 80 it 
will be concurred in and signed. The vote will 
be taken in November, 1894. 

The Republicans and Populists are alike com- 
mitted in favor of this inovement. 

The Senate to-night passed a bill regulating 
railroads which would, if it became a law, cause 
the abandonment oF all the weaker lines in the 
State. The Houso is prepared to substitute a 
bili so unlike the Menate bill that there will be 
no agreement, and consequently no railroad 
legislation.

A STOCK EXCHANGE FIGHT 


ISIDOR WORMSER STRUCK TWICE 
BY CHARLES FE. CHAPMAN. 


TWO GOOD BLOWS SQUARE IN THE FACE 
—COMBATANTS SEPARATED BY OTHER 
MEMBERS—TROUBLE GREW OUT OF 
A DISPUTE ABOUT READING—MADE 
TALK FOR THE STREET. 


Isidor Wormser, one of Wall Street's notables, 
came to grief on the floor of the Stock Exchange 
yesterday afternoon. Broker Charies E. Chap- 
man struck him twicein the face and struck 
him hard. Then half a dozen members inter- 
fered. 

The incident had in it the making of a noble 
battle. Mr. Wormser is a large man, big of 
bone, and with plenty of flesh on the frame- 
work. His weightis probably well above 200 
pounds. He has abrusk way and a habit of 
getting through a crowd with the directness of 
a big tug plowing through thin ice. Ho has 
strongly-marked features and a mustache and 
goatee which have led many of his associates 
to think that Napoleon must have lost his 
chance of conquering Europe by failing to fol- 
low the same fashion. Mr. Wormeer’s hat is 
often decorated with a little feather. 

Mr. Chapman is a pretty good match phyaic- 
ally for Mr. Wormser. He ie a trifle lighter, 
but he has more height. He is about fifty-five 
years old—not far from the ageof his adversary. 

As to just what happened, the Stock Exchange 
will probably never agree. The battlefield was 
one of the busiest parts of the floor, there was 
acrowd about the belligerents, and it was all 
overinawminute. Thirty seconds later the Ex- 


——— wasin an uproar. Everybody was de- 
scribing the scene to everybody else, and sup- 
plomenting the prineipaljfacts was a wealth of 
conflicting detalis. But this is the way the gen- 
eral plot of the tale was set forth: 

The 3 o’clock gong had just sounded. In the 
Beading crowd business bad been fairly active, 
and there was a big gathering of brokers. 
Mr. Chapman, who has an office with Albert A. 
Drake at 9 New Street, and who is a large 
dexler in Reading, was getting ready to write 
down the closing quotation, a privilege gener- 
ally accorded to ‘“‘specialists”’ in a stock. He 
thought it was 2643 @26y, 

Mr. Wormeer pressed his way to the front. 
He has been a big figure in Reading for months, 
one of the biggest on the Exchange, and the 
little fellows got out of his way. His notion of 
the quotation didn’t agree with Mr. Chapman’s. 
lt should be 2653@26%, he insisted. 

‘*I made that bid myself,” said he. 

Mr. Chapman was not to be wooed too speedily 
to new figures. He stuok to it that he was right. 

Mr. Wormser and Mr. Chapman were close to- 
gether by this time, so close, in fact, that when 
the former raised his arm there was something 
in its way. On the football field a gosticulation 
of this sort is in high favor, being calouiated to 
discompose the adversary. On the Exchange it 
is something of a rarity, though by no means 
unknown. 

lt happened, unfortunately, that the arm rose 
to a level with Mr. Chapman's neok. If neck 
and arm had been billiard balis the shot would 
probably have scored. There was no doubt, 
though, about the next two counts. They were 
smashes. 

Mr. Chapman’s fist advanced with speed and 
precision. It metits mark and retired. Then it 
caine back again. The interval was about the 
same as that to be noted by the curious between 
the sounds of the bell over a oar driver's head 
ae his conductor wants him to start up in a 

arry. 

Undoubtedly the compliments would have 
been returned if the other brokers had not in- 
terfered. They rushed in, and the combatants 
were dragged apart and headed for their offices. 

Nows of the affair spréad, as tidings of such 
incidents always travel in Wali Street. That 
part of the town loves nothing better than a 
tight; a row there always makes all but the par- 
ticipants good natured; everybody wants to 
hear all about it. 

So there was a rush for the Exehango; and 
there whoever ohuse to lecture on the struggle 
Tound a crowd of listeners and great approval. 
A fight between men so well known had not 
been described for many a day. 

Mr. Chapman went up town soon after leaving 
the Exchange, inquirers at his office were told. 
Mr. Wormeer retired to the headquarters of his 
firm, I. & 8. Wormeer, in the Mills Building. He 
remained in his private office fora time, send- 
ing out word that he regarded the attack upon 
him as unprovoked. Attachés of the house in- 
sisted that he was not badly damaged. In the 
stories current on the Street there had been 
many soulful descriptions Coning largely with 
gore. These were denied at Mr. Wormser’s of- 
fice, and when he went up town with his partner 
his face, instead of being decorated with the 
two black eyes which figured in the mildest of 
the stories, showed slight marks of his exper!- 
ence in the battle. The senior members of the 
tirm as usual walked to the elevated railroad 
station. The juniors took a cab. 

Although the troubie ocourred after 3 o’clock 
the Exchange was still open for the loan crowd's 
operations, and the authorities will undoubtedly 
take cognizance of the affair. The first section 
of Article XXXVI. of the constitution of the Ex- 
change makes members who fight liable to sus- 
pension for thirty days.

WITH HIS BOOTS ON. 


A DESPERADO KILLED BY THE SHER- 
IFF OF STARR COUNTY, TEXAS. 


San ANTONIO, Texas, Maroh 1.—Advices have 
been received at Military Department Head- 
quarters that Eusebio Martinez, ulias Mangas 
Deaugura, who waa killed by Sheriff Shelly in 
Starr County a few days ago while resisting ar- 
rest, was one of the most desperate men on the 
Rio Grande frontier. He had committed a full 
dozen murders, and for years had been engaged 
in smuggling and horse thieving operations, 
and when Catarino Garzia organized his revo- 
lutionary expedition Martinez was selected one 
of his principal officers. 

He is the man who killed Kufus Glover, one 
of the most capable military scouts on the bor- 
der. He also killed a spy who was sent into the 
camp of the revolutionists by Capt. Lee Hall of 
the Texas Rangers. He wounded Juan Leal, 
another Ranger spy, and was wounded by Leal. 

A few mouths ago he visited the Gonzales 
ranch, in Starr County, and attempted to kill 
Prudencio Barra. He was cut and severely 
wounded by Barra. 

He was one of the leaders of the bandits in 
the San Ignacio massacre, and is charged with 
the killing of Capt. Rutilo Seguria, the com- 
mander of the San Ignacio garrison, after the 
latter had surrendered. 

Sheriif Shellv received information several 
days ago ag to the whereabouts of Martinez, and 
set out to bring in his body. He was accom- 
panied by Lieut. Lowe of the Third United 
states Cavalry andtwo Sioux Indians. When 
they came to the place where Martinez was in 
hiding the bandit made a show of resistance. 

Sheriff Shelly then proceeded to fill the des- 
perate outlaw full of holes. 





He Wanied That Burglar.

Union Course had an exciting experience with 
a burglar at his home this morning. At about4 
o’clock he was aroused by a noise in his dining 
room. He went to the head of the stairs and 
shouted ‘** Who is there?”

EVIDENCES OF UNUSUAL ENTHUSIASM 
ON ALL SIDES AT THE CAPITAL—

ARATIONS FOR THE CHANGE, 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—It looks as if the im 
auguration crowd would be greater than it 
usually is, think those who have been in Wash- 
ington many times when Presidents have re- 
tired and others have taken thé places. 

The city is getting ready for its great day. 
There are sigus at every turm that it is near at 
hand, and the sigus multiply every hour. Such 
interest in an inauguration is unusual. It seems 
as though everybody wanted to see the Harri- 
son Administration step out and the Cleveland 
Administration step in. The presence of the 
Vice President-elect, crowds coming in on every 
train, hotel corridors that are beginning to be 
crowded, decorations along the broad avenue 
leading from the White House to the Capitol, 
stands for observation rising at all available 
places along the line of the great parade, and 
the usual formal and graceful courtesies which 
an Administration on going out extends t0 
its successor have marked to-day. 

All this will be increased to-morrow and the 
day after, and, if the sun shines on Saturday as 
it has shone to-day, Grover Cleveland will be 
installed in office in a way that will be memora- 
ble. Every one is praying that the sun may 
shine. 

Vice President-elest Stevenson and hie family 
have been given a warm though informal wel- 
come to the oity. They are at the Ebbitt 
House, and ever since merning callers have 
been coming and going. Their spacious rooms 
on the Fourteenth Street side of the hotel have 
been filled with flowers sent by old friends, and 
there have been good wishes, congratulations, 
and kind words generally, that have been as 
spontaneously given as they have been gra- 
ciously received. 

The new Vice President and Lis family have 
been at home to all visitors, and during the 
forenoon the scene in their parlors was that of 
a@ popular reception. The Illinois Congressmen 
called early, and many from other States came 
in timeto pay their respects and get to the 
Capitol before business began. Visitors from 
many States who had known Mr. and Mrs. 
Stevenson during their former residence in 
Washington came and went for several hours. 
The corridors of the hotel were choked up with 
visitors soon after breakfast, and ordera were 
sent down to the desk to dispense with the send- 
ing up of cards and show every one direct to 
the rooms. 

Mr. Stevenson was surrounded with poll- 
ticians, who discussed in an offhand way the 
coming ceremonies in which he is to partici- 
pate and passed the usual inquiries as to what 
is going on in Congress, or is likely to be going 
on during the next three or four days. He was 
in fine spirits. He has a healthy look, and has 
apparently gained some flesh sivce he was 
last here. 

Mrs. Stevenson entertained the ladies who 
called, and there were many of them. She was 
assiated by her sister, Mrs. Martha T. Scott of 

Louisville, her two daughters, and the otheraof 
the party who came in the Vice Presidential 
train from Chicago. Mrs, Stevenson admitted 
a few of the ladies to her private room, where 
her gowns for the inauguration ceremonies 
were being unpacked. 

Mr. Stevenson went to the Capitol in the 
afternoon and surveyed the body over which 
he will preside after next Saturday noon. He 
reached the east frontof the Senate wing at 
about 3 o’clock, and Senator Vilas of Wisconsin 
went with him to the waiting room near the 
corridor which leads to the Vice President’s 
room. It was the intention to callon Vice Pres- 
ident Morton, but it was found that he had left 
the Capitol. Senator White of Louisiana, Sen- 
ator Ransom of North Carolina, and Sergeant at 
Arms Valentine met Mr. Stevenson just at the 
entrance to the corridor. Mr. Vilas introduced 
them, und while that ceremony was going om 
Senator Proctor of Vermont came up. He 
graaped Mr. Stevensen’s hand cordially. He 
was the first Republican Senator to greet the 
new Vice President. 

Senator Vilas and Mr. Stevenson passed 
through the corridor just outside the marble 
room and, going around to the entrance on the 
Democratic side, eutered the Senate Chamber. 
The Vice President-elect removed his tan-col- 
ored gloves and sat down on one of the sofas. 
Senator Harria of Tennessee was presiding. 
Senator sherman was makingaspeech. The 
galleries were well iilled and, as many of the 
Senators on the Democratic side arose to greet 
Mr. Stevenson, word wus passed along among 
the spectators. korafew minutes the interest 
in Mr. Sherman's rewarks ceased and the allair 
assumed so much the nature of # reception that 
Mr. Harris saw fit to use his gavel and suggest 
that the conversation was interrupting the 
business. Senator Palmer of Llinois and his 
Republican colleague, Mr. Cullom, were among 
the first to shake hands with Mr. Stevepson. 
After them nearly all the Democratic Senators 
came to Mr. Stevenson. They needed no intro- 
duction. Foran hour Mr. Stevensen remained 
in the Chamber. 

Somethiug of aripple was caused at the be- 
ginning of this informal reception, when Sena- 
tor Hill arose and, walking directly in front of 
Mr. Stevenson and not more than two yards 
from him, passed out of the Chamber without a 
nod of recognition or any sign that he took any 
interest in Mr. Steveuson’s existence. The 
galleries asked whether bis acquaintance waa 
so limited that he did not know who the visitor 
was, or whether he did not oure to speak to him. 
Apparently it was simply preoccupation on the 

art of the New-York senator, for after a time 

e came back, and Senator Callof Florida, tak- 
ing him by the arm, lead him upto Mr. Steven- 
son. They shook hands and Senator Hill sat 
down on the sofa. Mr. Stevenson at length went 
to the cloak rvom with a group of Democratic 
Senators and remained for a half hour or so. 

There are men here who waut offices under 
the new Administration. Thoy are not bashful 
but step right up and ask for what they think 
they ought to have. Some of them were in the 
crowd that called on Mr. Stevenson this morn- 
ing. They told him what they wanted, but, in 
the orush of visitors and among the many mat- 
ters which diverted Mr. Stevenson’s attention, 
they could not be given a very complete hearing 
or getinuch if any satisfuction. Mr. Stevenson 
was good-natured with them, but they had te 
make their requests brief. 

All day long, wherever Mr. Stevenson has 
gone, the peopie have shown a curiosity to se¢ 
him, and thie is as true of those to whom he 
Was a stranger as it wasof those who have seen 
him before and to whom the change of Admin- 
istration and the ceremonies incident to it have 
become an old story. 

One of the interested visitors was Judze Ben- 
jamin Patton of Obio, who came to the city this 
morning. He iseighty-foar yearsold. He was 
a “Jacksonian” Democrat, in the literal sense 
ofthe word He was here sixty-four years ago 
and saw “Old Hickory’s” inauguration. He 
was also bere when James K. Volk took the oath 
of oftice, and he came eight years ago, when 
Mr. Cleveland entered on his first term. He 
was appointed District Attorney by Prosident 
Jackson, and be said to-day he supposed he was 
the only person living who held oflice under 
that Administration. 

The decorations of the city are by no means 
elaborate. Perhaps thatitis due to the heavy 
rain of yesterday, which interfered with thowork. 
Allalong Pennsylvania Avenue there has been 
some attempt to spread red, white, and blue 
bunting where it will make the most show, bus 
there is little that is unique or in any sense 
elaborate in it yet. The hotels, the saloons, 
the restaurants, and other places which may 
attract a possible customer by a display seem 
to be the most patriotic institutions up to date, 
judged by this standard. Pictures of the in- 
coming President and Vice President are nu- 


merous and are being put up continually. 


There are many evidences, along Pennsylvania 
Avyenue and elsewhere, that a great crowd of 
New- Yorkers ia coming. Big signs which locate 
the headquarters of the Tammany district com- 
mittees are scattered all about. The “*John Y. 
MocKane Association,” in lotters two feet long 
in red paint, tells all visitors that the men who 
rally under the flag of the autocrat of Coney 
Island will be quartered in the old St. Charles 
Hotel. about three biocks from the Goddess 
that surmounts the CapitoL The Bushwiok 
Club of Brooklyn has a sign which stretehes 
100 feet along the front of the Metropolitan 
Hotel. Placards in show windows and in all 
the hotel corridors announce that Tammany 
headquarters in this city are at 1,331 E Street 
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such good terms as to permit of all four leaning 
did to-day. One was 
Patrick Keenan, ex-Alderman Henry D. Purroy, 
County Clerk stood close beside Louis J. Heintz. 
He was eo friendly in his behavior that no one 
would have supposed the two had ever drawn 
their political knives fand fought for patronage 
above Harlem River. Matthew P. breen was 
the fourth of the group. Whatever may have 
been their past differences it looked as if they 
all met about one common tiger. 

Clubs from many of the States, chiefly from 
the South and West, are now here, as is evident 
by the number of visitors at all points of in- 
terest who wear long and een Ro ee 
badges. The galleries at the Capitol, the corri- 
dors of the department buildings, and the side- 
walks are sprinkled with these insignia. Lvery 
one of the wearers is ready to shout for Cleve- 
land and Stevenson. In somé instances they 
have done so since their urrival in this city, 
although for the most part the visitors have 
shown little inclination to let their enthusiasm 
break out before the day of the inauguration. 

Busy times the men about the railroad sta- 
tions are having to-day. Few epeocial trains 
have come in to-day, but on all the regulars 
have been from one to four extra cars, and all 
the seats are taken. About twenty more cars 
than usual have comme from New-York on the 
twelve regular trains on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. Theincrease has been a little greater 
than that on the Baltimore and Uhio. 

The committees which have charge of the ar 
rangements for the parade and the ball Satur- 
day say they have about completed the hard 
work and will be ready in all particulars. Fre- 
quent meetings of the committees are held and 
all the details are gone over very carefully. 

Almost everybody who lives here is trying to 
make a little money outof the coming festivi- 
ties. Some are trying to make a great deal. 
Anybody who has anything to sell, from a tin 
tag bearing a badly-made photograph of Mr. 
Cleveland, that sells for a cent, to the man who 
is in such luck as to own a window overlooking 
the line of march, is trying. to dispose of his 
wares at high rates. Some single rooms front- 
ing Pennsylvania Avenue are held at a rental of 
$500 for the afternoon of the parade, or more 
than $100 an hour, Standing room on the tops 
of the buildings can be had at rates of 
from $1 to $5 a person. feats in the grand 
stands which have been erected by enterprising 

sroperty owners in front of their places may be 
bad at from $2 to $10 each. 

Several hundred men and boys have been 
parading the sidewaiks of Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue allday hawking souvenirs. These are of 
all conceivable shapes, devices, and ideas. Al- 
leged pictures of Baby Ruth are among them. 
Pictures of the Cleveland cottage at Lakewood, 
of Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stevenson, and trinkets of all kinds, with some 
reminder of the occasion, are for sale by the 
basketful. 

Representative Hoar and Representative An- 
drew of Massachusetts walked along the av- 
enue this afternoon. Not far from the Capitol 
they paused before one of these fakirs, and Mr, 
Hoar began overhauling and inspecting the 
‘wares. 

“How many will you have?’ asked Mr. An- 
drew, scooping up a handful of little ‘‘inaugu- 
ration” medals. 

*“Oxeuse me,” said the proprietor, “may be 
you handles dose goods yourselluf. Votdo you 
think!”’ 

Somebody is going to growl at the acocommo- 
dations for eating and sleeping before the week 
is out, though the hotels and boarding houses 
are doing the best they oan. They are bound 
to get more than current rates for tbeir efforts. 

The members of President-elect Cleveland's 
Cabinet are all expected to be in the city to- 
morrow when their chief arrives, except Judge 
Gresham, Secretary of State. who, it is under- 
stood, will not resign his position on the bench 
before next week and will remain in Chicago 
until then. Messrs. Carlisle, Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Herbert, Secretary of the Navy, 
are already domiciled in the city. The others— 
Secretary of War Lamont, Attorney General 
Olney, Postmaster General Bissell, Secretary of 
the Interior Smith, and Secretary of Agriculture 
Morton—will stop at the Arlington, where the 
Cleveland party will be entertained until after 


inauguration.

THERE WILL BE NO SUNDAY CONCERT 
AS A FEATURE OF INAUGURATION, 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Secretary Noble to- 
day sent a letter to the Chairman ofthe Inaug- 
ural Committee in which he states that his at- 
tention has been called to the fact thatitis the 
purpose of the committee to open the Pension 
Building on Sunday, the 5th inst., for one or 
more musical entertainments, at which a charge 
for admission will be made. 

The Secretary explains that, at the time of 
the granting of the use of the Pension Building 
for the inaugural ball, it was not contemplated 
that is should be open to the public on Sunday, 
and as there will be opportunity on the next 
day during which the building will be at the 
disposal of the committee to give the concerts, 
he declined to grant permission for its use on 
Bunday.

Orders were issued al- 
ready forbidding the use of the Pension Building on 
Sunday, and I am gratified that this action is in ac- 
cordance with your wishes.

MANGLED BY AN BLEVATED TRAIN. 


AUGUSTA ERICKSEN DIVED IN FRONT 
OF THE ENGINE. 


Augusta Ericksen, a Swedish domestic thirty 
years old, was run over and killed by a north- 
bound elevated train at the up-town station at 
Third Avenue and Twenty-third Street early 
last evening. 

S8he was literally ground to pieces. Whether 
she accidentally slipped on the platform and 
fell on the track or whether, as is claimed by 
Col. Hain of the elevated road, she deliberately 
threw herself before the approaching train, 
could not be definitely settled last night, but it 
is more than probable that the young woman 
committed suicide. 


She purchased a ticket about 5 o’clock when 


there were but few persons on the platform, 
and walked out. Just then a train drawn by 
Locomotive No. 21 came along. According to 
Ticket Chopper Charles J. Pereina, only the 
young woman and a tall, well-dressed gentle- 
Inan were atthe centre of the platform. As 
the train camein, the ticket chopper had his 
back turned to it, and he learned of what had 
happened from the well-dressed man, who told 
him that the woman had thrown herself under 
the train. 

The engineer stopped the train. The mangled 
body of the Woman was under the first car, be- 
tween the front and hind wheels. 

A scene of excitement ensued. The passen- 
gers were panic stricken, particularly the wo- 
men. They knew that some accident had 
happened, but the train hands did not 
vouchsafe any information to allay their 
fears. They wanted to leave the cars, but they 
were not allowed to do so, and, except a few 
men who, despite the efforts of the conductor 
aud guards to detain them, walked to the sta- 
tion on the footwalk along the track, the pas- 
sengers were practically imprisoned. 

The locomotive was uncoupled and moved up 
to the end of the platform. Then the remains 
were picked up, placed in a blanket, and carried 
to the East Twenty-second Street Police Station 
and subsequently to the Morgue, 

The gathering up and removal of the remains 
of the unfortunate woman from the track con- 
sumed nearly three-quarters of an hour, dur- 
ing which time a great crowd collected in 
the street below and on the down-town plat- 
form and watched the horrible sight. It was 
found necessary to clear the station platforms 
until the resumption of traffic, and the trains 
were not running for nearly three-quarters of 
an hour after the accident. 

General Manager Hain was informed of the 
occurrence by telephone and he hurried to 
the scene. He made an investigation, at 
the conclusion of which he asserted 
that there was not the slightest doubt 
that the woman had deliberately thrown 
herself before the approaching train. He said 
thathe had been informed by the gentleman 
who had stood near the woman that she had 
stood leaning against a pillar near the 
edge of the platform gazing intently 
at the approaching engine, and when 
it had reached within two feet of her she had 
thrown a fur muff on the platform and dived in 
front of the engine. Col. Hain said that this 
gentleman absolutely refused to give his name. 

Among the woman's effects were a pocket- 
book containing $10.11, a Swedish copper coin, 
and a scrap of paper on which was written 
“‘Mrs. Carleton, 13U Stone Avenue, Brooklyn.” 
The paper led to the «irl’s identification. She 
proved to be Augusta Ericksen, a native of 
Stockholm, Sweden, fourteen months in the 
United States. She had been employed 
for the past two weeks as a servant in the 
family of Thomas Carleton. During her stay at 
Mrs. Carleton’s the girl had been visited twice 
a week by a young man whom she called Otto, 
and who she said was her brother. The girl 
seemed melancholy. She told a Mra. White- 
stone, a neighbor of her mistress, that she had 
committed agreatcrime. Shemoanedand wrung 
her hands and said sho would not reveal the 
story of her crime to any one, but would carry 
it to the grave with her. Yesterday was her 
day out, and she left Mrs. Carieton’s house at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon to visit friends in 
this city, she said. 

The right side of the woman’s skull was 
crushed in, both arms were torn from the body 
at the shouldera, both legs were broken in sev- 
eral places, and her body was almost cut in two 
at the waist. Her clothing was torn sa)lmost in 
shreds, yet her face was not much disfigured. 

Capt. Gallagher of the East Twenty-second 
Street Station sent Patrolman Lawler to arrest 
Engineer Kalph and Fireman Jeremiah Cun- 
ningham, but neither could be found. Capt 
Gallagher was iniormed later that both would 
surrender themselves to-day. Ralph is one of 
the oldest engineers on the road and has been 
running locomotive engines for thirty-five 
years. 





BLEIVESS A DANGEROUS LUNATIC. 
— = 
ACCUSED HIS WIFE AND BROKE THE 
FURNITURE—NOW IN BRLLEVUE. 


Jacob Bleivess, twenty-three years old, a 
cloakmaker, was taken from his home, 312 
Broome Street, to Bellevue Hospital yesterday 
morning, @ raving maniac. This is the second 
time that he has been seized with insanity in a 
little over a week. He has been married less 
than three weeks. 

On Feb. 21, while at the Thalia Theatre with 
his wife, he became suddenly insane, accused 
his wife of infidelity, an¢ said that he had 
caught her flirting with the ushers, He struck 
her in the face, and was ejected. 

He went home. His wife followed him soon 
after and found him breaking the glass in the 
windows and smashing the furniture. It re- 
quired six policemen to overpower him. He 
was takento Bellevue Hospital After treat- 
ment for several days he was discharged. 

He returned home, and until Tuesday night 
appeared to be rational. Then he attempted to 
assault his wife and accused her of impre- 
prieties with a friend of his named letdor, whom 
he also accused of having poisoned him. When 
Isidor entered the room, Bleivess drew a re- 
volver and fired three shots at him, none ef 
which took effect. Isidor tied. 

Bleivess then attempted to jump out of a win- 
dow, but was restrained by his father and his 
wife. They held him until neighbors came to 
their assistance, and then he was tied down in a 
chair. He was exhausted, and slept until 5 
o’clock yesterday morning. When he awoke he 
broke his bonds, drove his wife and father out 
of the rooms, and amused himself again by 
breaking the furniture. 

Policemen were sent to the house. 
found Bleivess nude and raving mad. He 
was overpowered, clothed, strapped down 
Ky ambulance, and taken to Bellevue Hos-

Canada Afraid of American Silver. 

OTTawa, Ontario, March 1.—The American 
silver question was brought up in the Dominion 
Parliament to-day. Mr. Guillet, M. P., inquired 
whether the Government Was aware that it was 
proposed to increase the coinage of American 
silver currency, containing less than 50 per 
cent. of silver, and whether the Government 
proposed to take measures to prevent it from 
displacing the Dominion gold-standard paper 
currency and its much purer silver currency. 

The Hon. Mr. Foster, Minister of linanoce, in 
reply, said he did not believe that the American 
coinage possessed lesa than 50 per cent. of sil- 
ver. All the safeguards against a crisis already 
existed, as the Revised Statutes provided that 
only British and Canadian silver currency were 
legal tender.

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POULTRY SHOW'S MERITS 
THEY SHOULD GAIN FOR 
WIDER APPRECIATION.

ATTENDANCE INCREASED, BUT NOT 
ENOUGH TO MAKE THE FINANCIAL . 
OUTLOOK BRIGHT—ITS MANY AT- 
TRACTIONS—CHICKENS IN THE IN- 
CUBATORS—PRIZES AWARDED. 


The convention of feathered aristocrats being 
held this week at the Madison Square Garden 
under the auspices of the New-York Poultry 
and Pigeon Association attracted twice as many 
visitors yesterday as on Tuesday, but still there 
Was not a large enough attendance at any one 
time to bring a smile to the faces of those who 
are financially interested in the enterprise. 

It js @ hard, cold fact that the flokle public has 
not made up its mind to give to the annual 
poultry and pigeon show its favor. Would so- 
olety’s upper crust Jend the all-powerful infiu- 
ence of its presence to the show, it would un- 
doubtedly take rank among the other great 
annual exhibitions which haye become fads, but 
the fashionable folks are conspicuous by their 
absence. This is rather surprising when itis 
considered that many of the finest exhibits in 
the show are from the barnyards, duck ponds, 
and pigeon cotes of the country estates of 
many of the best-known families in this city. 

he show isa beautiful one, the best of its 
kiffd ever given, and deserves better. Its merit 
is shown by the fact that those who do patron- 
ize it find much to admire and to amuse them. 
This is notably true of the women and children. 
The great variety of breeds exhibited and the 
brillianoy of the plumage of the fancy varieties 
area source of wonder to all who have not 
gained some idea by attendance at a similar 
show of the perfection which is being attained 
in the breeding of poultry and pigeons. 

Many of the 6,000 eggs which were put in the 
incubators are beginning to hatch. Tostandand 
watch the advent of the little chicks and duck- 
lings into the world is one of the features of the 
show. To-day, andforthe rest of the week, 
visitors will have the opportunity to see the 
little things in all the stages of their artificial 
birth and early breeding. 

There are many very queer patented ma- 
chines on exhibition in the big café, where the 
incubators are, designed to assist breeders. 
One is attracting a great deal of attention and 
causing much amusement. It is exhibited by a 
very earnest and thoughtful young man, who is 
laboring under a delusion, but will not believe 
it. His invention is a machine to assist hens in 
catching the early worm. 

The machine consists of about a half a pint of 
corn in a wire bag, a littio platform about afoot 
and a half below that, and a sliding shutter. 
Asked to explain the workings and utility of his 
queer invention the earnest young man said: 

*“ You see, chickens must have worms. Worms 
only come to the surface of the ground at night, 


and they get back into their holes in the 

morning before the chickens are let out of their 

coops. So they miss the worma. 

“Now, with my invention, the chickens 
would let themselves out of the scoop and get 
the worms before they got back into the ground 
at daybreak. When the chicken is awakened, 
just at daybreak, it is naturally hungry. This 
machine would be 80 placed in the coop that the 
chicken would see the corn, and naturally de- 
siring some of it would try to getit. By plac- 
ing itso that the chicken would have to jump 
for it, the weight, as the chicken came down on 
this little platform, would open this sliding 
shutter, and the chicken would just have to 
walk out and get worms.”’ 

The story was olficially given ont yesterday 
that W. K. Vanderbilt, who has many fowlon 
exhibition at the show from his Idlehour Poul- 
try Yards on Long Island, had lost some of 
his fine Houdans through the mistake of 
his man who had entered them. The rules 
of the association require that the value 
of each fowl! shall be gives in the oatalogue by 
the exhibitor. That is the reason why many 
birds are valued in the catalogue at ridiculously 
high prices. The bigh figures mean little more 
than that the birds are not for sale. 

But Mr. Vanderbilt's man was honest. He 
valned Mr. Vanderbilt’s Houdans in the cata- 
logue at whatthey were really worth. Mr. Van- 
derbilt had no desire to part with them, but last 
evening the birds oaught the fancy of a breeder, 
he saw that the price in the catalogue was 
nominal, and he sent word into the Secretary 
that he would buy them. By the rules which 
govern the association, Mr. Vanderbilt willhave 
to let his Houdans go if the purchaser turns up 
at the close of the show to claim them. 

The judging of the birds.went on rapidly yes- 
terday, all the awards for chickens, turkeys, 
geese, ducks, Ee. and other fancy fowl 
being made. The judging of the pigeons will be 
completed to-day. The birds that win prizes 
have their coops adorned with very handsome 
silk rosettes. Three detectives in citizens’ 
clothes have to keep their eyes wide open to see 
that absent-minded visitors do not put the 
rosettes in their pockets. 

A number of special pee were awarded yes- 
terday. Ex-Judge Uilton won the one- 
hundred-doillar Spomal perso for the best dis- 
play of Indian game. he one-hundred-dollar 
special for the best display of black langshans 
was won by Mra. Thomas H. Terry. The two- 
hundred-dollar silver punch bowl for the best dis- 
play of ornamental water fowl went to Timothy 
Treadwell of East Williston, L. I. His exhibi- 
tion is one of the finest that could be got to- 
gether in this country. H. V. Crawford won 
the Havemeyer cup for the best pair of pigeons. 

Adams, Perdue & Young won the $100 special 
for the best display of buif Cochins. 

The New-York State Poultry Association held 
ite annual meeting yesterday afternoon. A

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Admiral Gherardi! of 
the flying squadron has made an interesting re- 
port to the Bureau of Navigation. The cruise 
which ended at Hampton Roads last week rep- 
resented nearly 5,000 miles of sailing or 
steaming, 

During the trip from Montevideo to Barba- 
dos the four vessels of the squadron con- 
sumed 132 tons of coal per day, 
cisco and the Charleston burning 35 tous each 
and the Yorktown 18 tons.

ROADS. 


AN IMPORTANT BILL TO BE PRESENTED 


TO CONNECTICUT LEGISLATURE. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., March 1.—The momentous 
question of the relation of steain to electric railroads 
in this State is making rapid strides toward an ulti- 
wate and satisfactory settlement. Last Saturday 
the Mayors of the cities of Connecticut and the 
steam and electric road companies of the State met 
and held a weighty conference iu the ollice of Gen. 
eral Manager Tuttle of the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, and formulated a bill which 
will be presented to the State Legislature. 

Section 5 fixes the annual tax of cach street road 
as 2 per cent. of its gross receipts. section 6 com- 
pels each road to make asworu return of its gross 
receipts to the town or city officials. section 48 pro. 
hibits baggage trauasportation on street railroads, ex- 
cept in special prescribed cases. Section 9 is the 
most important of the bill. Lt reads: 

Section 9. No street railway shall hereafter be built 
or extended from any one town to any other town so 
as to substantially parallel auy steam railroad, un- 
lesa authorized thereto by special charter prior to 
Jan. 1, 1803. Any street rallway company intending 
to coustruct any such road or extension shall give 
written potice of its intention so to do wo the 
sicam railroad company whose track extends into 
either of said towns. I[f such steam railroad com- 
pany shall, withinten days thereafter, object, said 
6treet railroad Gompany shallnot begin the construo- 
tion of its road except upon a special finding of the 
Railroad Cominissioners that public convenience 
and necessity require the building of said rvad ex- 
tension, unless the charter of said street raiiway 
compauy shall expressly except it from the provis- 
ione of this act. An appeal nay be iaken from any 
such order or finding of the Railroad Commissioners 
to the Superior Court. : . 

Section 10 gives the Railroad Commission power 
to reguiato the rate of speed of street oar lines 
within the State. Sections 11 and 12 rehearse the 
power of the Railroad Commissioners and declare 
that this bill shall take offect on ils passage and be 
an amendment to all existing State railroad chartera, 
The unauiuiity of Connecticut municipal authorities 
and railroud magnates and the applicability of the 
billto the present imperative necds of the State 
make it probable that it will secure an easy passage.

The resolution amending the charter to permit the 
isene of capital stock may be accepted by a vote of 
two-thirds of the stockholders present at a meeting 
called for the purpose.

The Anti-Option bill was killed in the 
House by the tactics of delay. Ifit had 
been brought to a votein the regular order 
of business it would have passed, but Mr. 
Hatcu was finally reduced to the desper- 
ate expedient of a motion to suspend the 
rules and pass.the bill. This required a 
two-thirds vote, and it fell far short of the 
requisite support, though there was a ma- 
jority of about 50 in its favor. Of the 
172 affirmative votes, 113 were cast 
by Democrats, 52 by Republicans, and 
7 by Populists. Ove hundred and one 
Democrats, 21 Republicans, and JERRY 
SimPsoN voted against the bill. Mr. 
HATCH was in a rueful but prophetic mood. 
He saw that the measure which he had 
cared for so assiduously was doomed for this 
session before the vote upon which he in- 
sisted was taken, but he predicted that it 
would rise again in triumph. If the same 
progress is made before the next session of 
Congress that has been made since Mr. 
Hatcn’s original bill passed the House last 
year, he will hardly venture to ask for a 
vote uponit. It will probably die in com- 
mittee if it is introduced at all. 








The final Treasury statement of the pres- 
ent Administration, as given to the press 
yesterday, is a fitting élose to the curious 
series. It shows a slight increase of the 
net debt and of the cash in the Treasury. 
It does not show how much gold the Treas- 
ury holds above the $100,000,000 reserve, 
though it is known fromcalculations based 
on previous statements that the amount is 
only about $4,000,000. It is characteristic 
of Mr. Foster that a fact of this sort, which 
must necessarily come out, should be for 
the moment blinked.

The politicians will smile at the action 
of the New-York Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation in asking radical reform legis- 
lation from the Assembly at Albany, but it 
is nevertheless a proper and wholesome 
thing to ask exactly such legislation, and 
to secure all the discussion possible regard- 
ing it. The most important of the bills in- 
troduced yesterday by Mr. EL.ison is that 
which makes it the daty of the Mayor of 
any city in which civil service rules have 
been placed in force to establish rules for 
the selection of laborers in the order in 
which their names shall appear on lists 
prepared under the rules. The purpose is 
simply to give every laborer desiring city 
work an equal chance and abolish political 
favoritism at the expense of thecity. A 
bill of substantially like import relates to 
the employés of the Street-Cleaning De- 
partment in this city.

As is well known, one of the Government 
exhibits at the World’s Fairin Chicago is 
to be held in a building constructed to re- 
semble a battle ship. A resolution has been 
introduced into the Senate to transfer this 
building, known as the battle ship Illinois, 
at the close of the fair to the State of 
Illinois for the use of the naval militia of 
that State asan armory. This proposition 
is a little irregular, inasmuch as the naval 
militia is organized under State laws and 
maintained by the State, with some United 
States assistance, as in arms and equip- 
ments and in the assignment of vessels for 
its annual mancuvres. But the case of 
the Chicago building is exceptional, and 
apparently this would be a very good use 
to make of it. All the exhibit of the Navy 
Department, consisting of movable prop- 

rty, should of course be taken back to 
Washington, or elsewhere, for service use. 
But if the empty building can be of value 
to the naval militia of Chicago, in order 
that they may fit it up as an armory, this 
would appear to be a wise disposition of it, 
and would greatly encourage the new or- 
ganization, which should be aided on lake- 
board as well as on seaboard. 





NEW-JERSEY’S INDIGNATION. 

The people of New-Jersey are fairly 
aroused over the passage of the Race-Track 
bills and the infamous way in which they 
were whipped through the Legislature in 
defiance of public opinion and without giv- 
ing any opportunity for popular protests. 
The cynical scorn of Speaker FLYNN for 
the sentiment of decent people, his churlish 
fling at the women of the State, the bad 
faith exhibited in the broken promises to 
the Governor for a public hearing, and the 
attempt to shut the Assembly Chamber 
against the people who desired to make 
their protest heard have added to the 
rising indignation. Meetings have been 
held all over the State to give expression 
to the popular feeling, and there was 
a notable gathering at Trenton yester- 
day, though the offending legislators had 
fled before the gathering storm. But it 
will be the fault of the people themselves 
if itis allowed to blow over. If they are 
in earnest, as for the moment they un- 
doubtedly are, they must keep up the agi- 
tation and bring a whirlwind of popular 
wrath to bear upon fhe Legislature when 
it meets again next week. They should 
make it distinctly understood that any 
man who persists in resisting the will of 
the people thereby seals his doom in the 
politics of New-Jersey. What these dirty 
rascals count upon is the passing of popular 
excitement and the shortness of the popular 
memory for their misdoings. They should 
be pilloried and conspicuously labeled for 
future reference. 

The whole fault for legislation of this 
kind lies with the people. Their greatest 
shame is that they allow themselves to be 
represented in the law-making body of the 
State by men who are gamblers or the will- 
ing tools of gamblers, by men who in char- 
acter and capacity stand for the worst 
elements of society and who are subject to 
the control of corrupt influences. Their 
indignation ought to show itself when 
such men are proposed for offices of public 
trast, and not after they have acted in 
that capacity after the manner of their 
kind. It should be made impossible for 
such men to appear as candidates for pub- 
lic office, but if that is not prevented their 
nomination should be fatal to the party 
that is responsible for it. 

There are two radical faults in the polit- 
ical action of the people that result in the 
disgraceful spectacle of corrupt legislation. 
They allow themselves to be ruled by po- 
litical machines under the control of a few 
men who devote their energies to making 
political parties serve their selfish ends in- 
stead of promoting the interests of the peo- 
ple. Nominations are not made by the 
mass of voters in a party, but by a few 
active politicians who direct the conduct 
of party organizations. Maving allowed 
nominations to be made in this way, the 
people make their second mistake in a sub- 
serviency to party which leads them to vote 
for the regular candidates without regard 
to their character or qualitications. Last 
year the Democrats of New-Jersey showed 
not a little spirit in compelling a recog- 
nition of their wishes in national politics, 
but they made little exertion to control 
the nominations for the Legislature. Gov. 
ABBETT was intent upon securing the nom- 
ination and election of men who would 
support him for the United States Senate, 
and the liquor dealers and race-track men 
were busy with more success in getting 
men chosen who would serve their ends. 
No great indignation was shown when the 
owner of the Gloucester race track and his 
“starter” came forward as candidates for 
the suffrages of the people, and these two 
men appeared in Trenton in just the places 
most favorable for the accomplishment of 
their chief object, one as the Speaker of 
the Assembly and the other as the Chair- 
man of its Committee on Municipal Corpo- 
rations. 

It is to be hoped that the indignation that 
has been awakened in New-Jersey by the 
passage of the Race-Track bills will be

repentant sinner was brought into the fold 
by the Trenton meeting yesterday, and 
others may be open to conviction and con- 
version, but the popular wrath against 
those who are responsible for the legisla- 
tion of last week should not be allowed to 
die out. The memory of this wrong should 
be kept alive, and when again candidates 
are to be named for the Legislature it 
should be made plain that they must con- 
sist of different material or that they will 
suffer defeat. When the people insist upon 
choosing their own Representatives instead 
of allowing rings and gangs to do it for 
them, they will find themselves actually 
represented in the Legislature.

MR SHERMAN ON THE SHERMAN 
LAW. 

When the Sherman bond-issue amend- 
ment to the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
bill was sent by the House to the confer- 
ence committee, we had no doubt that it 
had gone its “way to dusty death.” 
Yesterday the Senate was informed, with 
the usual solemnity, in which the modern 
American Senator rivals the ancient Roman 
augur, that its conferrees reoommended it 
to “recede” from the amendment. There- 
upon Senator SHERMAN proceeded to de- 
liver a touching obituary address over 
the dead amendment, and in _ the 
course of it very properly took notice 
of its ancestry, and particularly of 
the famous law of 1890 which bears 
his name, and to which must be traced the 
excuse for existence of the late amend- 
ment. Mr. SHERMAN stated, as has been 
stated many hundred times in all quarters 
of the Union by persons of much less 
authority than he, that the act of 1890 
was concocted to prevent the passage of a 
free-coinage bill, which would, had such a 
bill become a law, have been a very seri- 
ous thing. 

We have no intention of questioning the 
entire sincerity or accuracy of Mr. SHER- 
MAN’s statement that his “‘ action in regard 
to the law of 1890 was intended to prevent 
the worse legislation which was then being 
threatened—the free coinage of silver.” He 
is, of course, the best possible authority as 
to his own motives. But we desire again 
to call attention to the fact, which we have 
repeatedly cited in connection with the 
history of what we regard as a mon- 
strous blunder, to call it nothing worse, 
that there really no danger of 
the free coinage of silver in the Sum- 
mer of 1890, if President HARRISON 
stood by his pledges and those of his 
party. A free-coinage bill might possibly 
have passed both houses of Congress, 
though, as a matter of fact, 1t was de- 
feated in the House of Representatives, 
but it could not have become a law with- 
out Mr. HARRISON’s approval, except by a 
two-thirds vote, which clearly could not 
If Mr. SHERMAN really 


was 


have been had. 
feared “ legislation” 
would seem that he must have feared that 
the President would not veto a free-coin- 
age bill. If Mr. SHERMAN should say that 
he feared that such a bill would go to the 
President and would embarrass him, and 
wished to prevent such a contingency, he 
would at least make an explanation that 
would explain. Or if he should say that 
he was anxious in 1890 to avoid 
an open rupture in the Republican 
Party on the silver question, his explana- 
tion would agree with known facts, and 
no one would be inclined to dispute it. But 
when he says that he feared actual legis- 
lation—that is, a bill passed by both houses 
and signed by the President, or allowed 
to become a law without his signature, on 
the expiration of the ten days’ limit—every 
well-informed person will wonder at the 
explanation. There are those who are:fa- 
miliar with Mr. HARRISON’s views and as- 
pirations ut that time, and familiar with 
his character, who will say that if Mr. 
SHERMAN was afraid that a veto would 
not be forthcoming, the fear was not un-

reasonable. 

All this, however, is history. The law of 
1890 was passed. It was a professed com- 
promise with the silver Republicans, as 
every piece of silver legislation, or, for that 
matter, currency legislation, since 1877 
It was a terrible mistake. Its 
consequences have been very costly, and 
the peril it threatens is great and increas- 
ing. The failure of all Mr. SHERMAN’S 
efforts to modify its effects only makes its 
repeal more obviously necessary. That is 
the only final settlement. 





CANADA AND LOUISIANA, 


The columns of our esteemed contem~ 
porary} the Courrier des Etats Unis have 
for some time been enlivened, at intervals, 
by acontroversy between M. ROUILLARD 
of Quebec and M. Francois TuJaGusE of 
New-Orleans upon the feasibility and de- 
sirableness of annexing Quebec to the 
United States asa cure for the evils from 
which that Province now suffers at the 
hands of the Anglo-Saxons. Neither of the 
disputants appears to conceive that the 
project is one in which the United States of 
America have some concern. It seems to be 
agreed on both sides that we should be 
only too charmed by the application of a 
community of French Catholics to become 
one of the United States. We describe them 
in this way, not in the least invidiously or 
odiously, but simply for the purpose of 
designating the traits in the inhabitants of 
Quebec that distinguish them from the 
majority of citizens of the United States 
and that indicate the difficulties there 
would be in the way of assimilating them. 
There are about a million and a half of 
these French Canadians in Quebec, and 
they find great difficulty in maintaining 
their traditions against the three and a 
half millions of their fellow-subjects. 
Those among them who experience this 
difficulty most keenly have a notion that 
it would be easier to maintain their tradi- 
tions against sixty-five millions of Amer- 
ican citizens than against much less than 
one-tenth of that number of British sub- 
jects, if Quebec were only elevated from 
the condition of a Province in the Domin- 
ion to that of a State in the Union; and it 
is this notion that M. TusaGuE of New- 
Orleans sets himself the task of dispelling. 

We-must say that the strength of the. 





mourner of the creoles of Louisiana, whom 
we take to be aman past middle age. He 
sets forth that the French creoles managed 
to maintain their traditions pretty well, 
and to form what THACKERAY called ‘a 
quaint old France lingering upon the 
shores of the Mississippi” until the coming 
of the civil war. After that, however, was 
the deluge. The recent B. F. BuTLER was 
not, indeed, a man from whom delicacy in 
the treatment of an obsolete and inert 
civilization was exactly to be expected. 
But it was not from BUTLER, but from the 
succeeding carpetbaggers that the pleasant 
and helpless old civilization that had 
cheerfully stagnated from JEFFERSON’S pur- 
chase to LINCOLN’sS proclamation of eman- 
cipation receivedits deathblow. The car- 
petbaggers were not respecters of persons, 
and even less of pedigrees. They divided 
the spoil among their own kind without the 
least reverence for the names that had im- 
pressed the boldest cotton factor of the 
period preceding the civil war with a cer- 
tain awe. It was, according to our enter- 
taining informant, the yellow fever that 
had kept away the Yankee down to that 
date, ‘‘the yellow fever that had always 
had the gift of inspiring in the Yankeea 
blue funk.” But when the Yankee had ac- 
quired the land and put his detestable 
methods of sanitation into operation, he 
discovered that the yellow fever was a 
mere bugbear, and went on with his hellish 
work of throwing the creoles out of office 
and acquiring their inheritances under the 
color of law. 

Such, predicts the praiser of past times, 
will be the fate of the French Canadians if 
they permit themselves to be beguiled by 
the Yankees. To us there seems to be a 
good deal in this contention. It is true 
that the Yankee has not as yet put forth 
upon the French Canadians either his blan- 
dishments or his terrors, and that the 
“agitation” proceeds from the French 
Canadians themselves. It iseven true that 
it is by no means certain that the Yankee 
would consider favorably an application 
for annexation from all Canada, and 
quite certain that he would not 
consider favorably an application from 
the French Canadians alone, among 
whom the agitation for annexation 
is most active. It is eighty or ninety years 
since the question of annexation began to 
be mooted on this side of the frontier, and 
that there was developed a powerful feel- 
ing against it, The American objections 
were twofold. One of them was the ob- 
jection to letting in as citizens the Tories 
of the Revolution who had fled to the 
British possessions for safety, which objec- 
tion is of course no longer of any force; 
and the other was the admission into 
the Union of a French Catholic State, 
which objection is as strong as ever.

The 
process of assimilation, which began less 
than thirty years ago in Lonisiana, would 
begin at once in Quebec. The devouring 
and objectionable Yankee would spread 
himself over that Province, if it were once 
a State, with the most balefulalacrity, and 
the habitanis who resent the rule of King 
Log would have very much better reason 
for resenting the aggressive and oflicious 
dominion of King Stork. There may be 
good reasons why Quebec should become 
an American State, but decidedly the con- 
servation of the French traditions is not 
one of them. 
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RETIRING FROM THE SERVICE. 

The retiring laws of the army and the 
navy show some remarkable differences, 
For example, there is no retired list for en- 
listed men of the navy, such as the army 
and the marine corps enjoy; and again, 
while a navy officer is retired for age at 
sixty-two, the army officer waits until 
sixty-four. A pending bill, which has 
recently been reported favorably from 
the House Naval Committee, seeks to 
make the rules uniform in one matter, 
namely, the voluntary retirement of offi- 
cers after thirty years’ service. 

In the army, after that 
officer may, upon his own application, 
in the discretion of the President, be 
placed on the retired list. This provision 
isnot now found in the statutes relating 
to the navy, and the pending bill pro- 
poses to put it there. The ground, as 
stated by Mr. HERBERT'S report, is that 
some officers who are both physically and 
mentally able to pass examinations en- 
titling them to promotion, yet, after thirty 
years, find the service distasteful to them. 
If of the navy, they are compelled to re- 
main in it under the present law until 
they have been forty years in service, 
“thus blocking the way and impeding the 
promotion of better and more efficient 
junior officers, who find the service con- 
genial to them and are really fitted for 
command.” 

Army experience shows that there are 
few who take advantage of this provision, 
and in the navy there would also be few; 
but there seems no good reason why the 
latter should not at least have the benefit 
of such a statute. 
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PERSONAL REGISTRATION, 

The determination of the caucus of Dem- 
ocratic Assemblymen at Albany to force 
through the Personal Registration bill came 
to naught yesterday. Votes enough could 
not be rallied to carry the measure through. 
Thiscan hardly beregarded asa party meas- 
ure, though the Democrats from the cities, 
where personal registration is now re- 
quired, arein favor of it, and all the Repub- 
licans are opposed to it because their 
party strength is chiefly in the rural dis- 
tricts, where it is strongly objected to. 

Democrats who represent rural constitu- 
encies cannot be induced to support tho 
bill, because the sentiment in the country 
districts is against it irrespective of party. 
Personal registration each year is a hard- 
ship for many voters in the country towns, 
and it is not necessary if the election 
officers perform their duties faith- 
fully, It is undoubtedly true that 
there is much fraudulent and corrupt 
voting, which is made easy by keep- 
ing upon the poll lists year after year 
names that-ought not-to bethere, But-the 





Inspectors have the power to revise these 
lists, and itis an easy matter in a rural 
community to know who the qualified 
voters are, 

The present law makes it practicable 
to purge the lists and keep them pure. 
Honest Election Inspectors can be induced 
todo it, and dishonest ones can be pun- 


ished for violating the law. 
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CERAMICS AT THE ART LOAN. 
ee 


The Japanese have produced beautiful things 
in ceramics, but their potters have to yield to 
those of China in the sterling beauty of their 
porcelains, more especially when quite un- 
adorned by anything but a single color and 
compelled to base their claim for admiration 
on shape and hue alone. In variegated pieces 
the Chinese are often weak; they pile up too 
many colors, though the same fault is not ab- 
solutely unknown in Japan. The Committee on 
the Loan Exhibition has made up a very 
choice, though limited, collection of pieces from 
the Middle Flowery Kingdom. 

Bo it comes about that the West Gallery, at 
the Fine Arts, on Fifty-seventh Street, has, 
fronting the doorway, a long case, whose 
shelves are dotted with vases, jars, and cups of 
porcelain from China. The depth and intensity 
of color in many of them rival precious stones. 
Here is ajar the hue of a carnelian, and an- 
other smooth and brilliant like half-polished 
rubies; they are offset by a stately urn all 
powdered blue, with the remnants of a Chinese 
inscription in gilt just visible about the neck. 
Another red is that of Spitzenberg apples, 
frozen and darkened after a thaw; another, 
the dark bull’s blood color so much sought 
by collectors of ceramics, which often 
shades up toward the lip of the jar to 


® paler hue. Then there are the light and 
dark coral, the sulphur yellow, and the 
yellowish white, with an exquisite specimen 
or two of the ivory white. The greens in 
this oase are very noteworthy, from celadon 
and olive to robin’s egg, from apple green and 
the note of Spring grass to the dark green of a 
wet June meadow. Mirror black, purple biack, 
and other dark porcelains are séen here, requir- 
ing strong light to bring out their special 
shades. To this case only Chinese porcelains in 
single or solid colors have been admitted; they 
include six superlative small pieces of “ peach 
bloom.” 

The case against the wall to the leftis devot- 
ed to blue and white porcelains, among which 
are fine examples of the plum blossom or 
“hawthorn ” jars in blue, and a tall urn with a 
ground of deliciously-tender ivory white, on 
the broad curve of whose sides the fabulous 
animal called shi-shiis seen in sky blue admin- 
istering comfort to its cub with a soft white 
tongue. The shi-shi, although called a lion, 
appears to be in the nature of a bear, but as ec- 
centric a bear as the pop-eyed, four-tailed gold- 
fish in the aquaria of the Orient are eccentric 
as goldtish. 

A very simple stand or jar for flowers, ivory 
white, with medallion frame outlined gracefully 
in blue, is a superb little piece for sweetness 
of color. Fantastic like the shi-shi are the 
snakes which writhe over a broad-bellied bot- 
tle, each snake having thrust out a tri-pronged 
tongue, more like a conventional sign for 
lightning than anything else; indeed, it is safe 
to consider these snakes asa form of the more 
common dragons of the tirmament above and 
the firmament beneath—the principle of moist- 
ure in air and ocean. A fine jar, with lid, is 
closely covered with blue chrysanthemums set 
in an orderly tangle of stalks and tendrils, to 
which embellishments the potter has added a 
large crackle, One of the finest pieces in the 
case is Mr. C. A. Dana’s broad jar covered 
by a big floral pattern like two palm-leaf fans 
back to back. The porcelairs in these two 
cases are from the collections of Messrs. Dana, 
Henry Sampson, Oastler, Marquand, Cyrus J. 
Lawrence, T. B. Clarke, H. A. Fraser, and 
others. 

Porcelains not blue and white, and not of 
solid colors, are in the smaller cases. In one 
near the door, to the left as one enters, stands a 
tall, straight jar with a Chinese domestic scene 
elaborately and very beautifully painted in 
colors. The ground issoft white. The scene in- 
cludes a mendicant monk or other groteaque 
elder, a father with achild in bis arms, an at- 
tendant, a boy, and so forth. Here is a bowl 
with a yellow ground covered with fantastic 
bats in brick red. A finely-shaped bottle, all 
white, save for isolated chrysanthemums on 
the sides and a serrated decoration about 
the base. ali done in. a pale red or 
peach color. Another bottle pale green of 

round is twined about by dragons in gold, 

very dainty is the pure white bow), half asphere 
in shape, which has been decorated in the so- 
called ‘‘rice-grain” pattern, the component 
atrokes of the devoration being something like 
a long grain of rice in shape. There is no color. 
The porcelain white as snow ice seems to have 
been stamped through where the decoration 
occurs and the holes filled with translucent glaz- 
ing, thus making a very delicate and refined 
contrast with clear ice to the dull ice of the 
ground paste. This method adds to the appar- 
ent fragility of the bowL 

A narrow, tall case to the rightof the entrance 
has many pore of green and ivory white, ap- 
parently of s softer texture than poroolain and 
more like pottery. Green parrots are here with 
yellow or red beaks, letter screens formed of a 
single character in Chinese writing, diminutive 
cups, small pouring cups with lip, and thoir 
handles supported by climbing lizards. A two- 
handled cup, the handles formed by climbing 
salamanders or dragons, sits inan opening on 
top of a porcelain arbor, latticed on three sides, 
open on the fourth. These pieces are all in 
variegated colors, with green for the ehlef note. 

A little case with many shelves contains 
curios wrought from rock orystal, amber, jade 
of red, white, pale green, and dark green tones, 
or from carnelian, lapis-lazuli, amethyst, sardo- 
nyx, and agate. With these the most brilliant 
porcelains may be profitably compared. An- 
other case is full of blue and white snuff bottles 
made during the last three centuries. Another 
has solid-color bottles of small size, including 
tea-leaf colored and mustard-crackle specimens, 
and one of asilver-shot bronze, more curious 
than beautiful. Still another case has porce- 
lain: knickknacks of variegated colors and ex- 
amples of the glassware, paste on paste with 
cameo effect, for whieh the Chinese are noted, 
and near by is a case with Chinese cloisonné 
enamels shown on large, fine pieces. Miss M. 
A. Cooper lends a big vase in this ware, the 
ground rich dark blue, and the decorative 
design a broad floral one. 

The Vanderbilt gallery has beneath its broad 
skylight several cases of veramiocs, among 
whioh is a big burial jar of native American 
workmanship assigned to the ninth century. 
Mr. Marquand has lent several very beautiful 
Spanish and Sicilian platters of earthenware, 
barbaric, but in good taste, some of which have 
the metallic reflection of the cook pigeon’s 
throat or the wings of the dark-blue swallow- 
tail butterfly. It is supposed that Persian 
craftemen in the Mohammedan armies 
which overran Bicily, Morocco, and Spain 
brought the traditions of Persia in faience 
with them. Mr. Marquand also shows a num- 
ber of blue and white Persian pieces which one 
might almost oall porcelain; they have very 
splendid large deeorative motifs. These are 
only a partofthe attractions of the present 
Loan Exhibition at 215 West Fifty-Seventh 
Street. To-day there will be music from 2 to 6 
in the afternoon, andon Sunday the galleries 
are open in the afternoon and again in the 
evening.

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MAY LOSE DR. TALMAGE. 
——_@——— 


HE SAYS THAT HE CAN’T STAND THE 
WORRY OF HIS CHURCH’S DEBT. 


There is a possibility that the Brooklyn Tab- 
ernacle will lose Dr. Talmage. For a long time 
it has been well known that the financial affairs 
of the Tabernacle were in a discouraging condt- 
tion, and that, despite the earnest efforts of the 
pastor and his parishioners, the lead of debt 


was not beingdiminished, and, in fact, it was all 
the charch could do to raise sufficient money 
annnally to meet its ronning expenses. 

Last Sunday~morning before beginning his 
sermon Dr. Talmage made the announcement 
thatin three years and four months he had re- 
ceived from the churoh over and above what 
he had paid out but $628, and added that the 
church was in an exigency and must raise 
$20,000 by April 1. 

Yesterday, in an interview, Dr. Talmage 
dwelt at length upon the troubles of the church. 
Regarding the necessity of speedily raising 
$20,000, to which he had referred on Sunday, 
the doctor said that persons who had been 
thought to be in no special hurry for their 
money had made imperative demands for it 
which positively must be met. He hoped that 
there would be no difficulty in raising the 
amount, Lut admitted that the situation was 
serious, 

“Every churoh has its financial limit,” he 
sald, “and it is very hard to raise large sums 
again and again from the same congregation. 
We have received two baptisms of fire. In each 
oase the deatructive element has done its worst 
when after years of eifort the church was apirit- 
ually, and in a secular senge, prosperous.” 

The doctor said that his reason for mention- 
ing his own sacrifices was simply to show that 
he was quite willing todo his part to keep the 
Tabernacle afloat. The fact that he had re- 
ceived but a fraction of his salary in three 
years was butone of them. Kecently he had 
paid $5,000 iu a lump sum, and intimated thas 
he could point to even more evidences of his 
good will toward the church. 

The doctor said that a clergyman to do effect- 
tive workin the pulpit needed to conserve all 
his forces for that work, and if outside cases 
were forced upon him his spiritual efticlency 
would certainly be impaired. 

The money troubles of the Tabernacle, the 
doctor says, have weighed upon him to such an 
extent that his work has been interfered with, 
and while he would sincerely hope to spend the 
remainder of his life in Brooklyn and in the 
service of the Tabernacle, that desire does not 
change his conviction thata pastor should be 
— beyond the reach of continuous and 

arrassing trouble. 

Whether or not he contemplated leaving the 
Tabernacle to accept a charge elsewhere, Dr. 
Talmage positively declined to say, but he ad- 
mitted that he. was in receipt of numerous in- 
vitations from other churches. He gave as his 
reason for refusing to talk upen this subject 
that he could notdo so without violating con- 
fidences. 

Ex-Senator J. W. Birkett, the Treasurer of the 
Tabernacle, said that the $20,000 which it was 
#0 imperative to raise by April 1 was needed 
to meet the second payment of $10,000 on the 
Wells lien of $52,216.59 and several notes 
falling due upon that date. The annual ex- 

enses of the church were about $24,900, Mr. 
3irkett said, inoluding the pastor’s sal- 
ary, and tha yearly income was between 
$25,000 and $30,000, so that if it 
was not for the debt of $287,216 which 
loaded down the church it could get along com- 
fortably. Mr, Birkett thought thatas the pas- 
tor and the members of the congregation had 
put their hands in their pockets again and 
again, an appeal to outsiders was necessary to 
prevent the city from losing Mr. Talmage, whose 
name and fame, he said, was international 





PREMIER MEKCIEi’S TOUR, 


WHAT IT COST THE PROVINCE OF QUE- 
BEC FOR THE TRIP. 


MONTREAL, March 1.—Mercier paralyzed 
Europe in his tour of 1891; the bills have par- 
alyzed Quebec. The detailed account of his ex- 
penses was published here to-day, and shows 
that he spent 98,353f. in dazzling Europe with 
thesplendid pomp of a Countof the Holy Roman 
Empire and Premier of the bankrupt Province 
of Quebec. 

The papers of France were filled with ac- 
counts of his progress; the papers of Quebeo 
will now be filled with comments on the cost 
and the profit the Province derived. The party 
consisted of the Hon. H. Mercier, then 
Premier; the Hon. Joseph Shehyn, Treasurer; 
A. Bematchez, member of the Legislature; 
Robert Ness, and A. Clement, secretary to 
Mercier. They left on March 12, 1891, and re- 
turnedin July, Mercier being given a triumph 
on his return, but soon after, the exposures 
relating to the Bale des Chaileurs Railway led 
to his downfall.

NEWARK, N. J., March 1.—A proposed combi- 
nation of sewing machine manufacturers, in 
which the Domestic Sewing Machine Company 
of this city is interested, has been the subject 
for discussion at several meetings of the project- 
ors held recently at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New-York. Among the other companies con- 
cerned in the scheme are the Standard of Cleve- 
land, the Davis of Dayton, the New Home of 
Orange, Mass., and the White.

MR HATCH'’S LAST vandxtoiatia 
PLEA FOR HIS PROJECT, 


AN ATTEMPT TO PASS IT UNDER 8U5S- 
PENSION OF THE RULES.— THE 
NECESSARY TWO-THIRDS VOTE NOT 
GIVEN—HOW THE NEW-YORK AND 
NEW-JBR3IBY MBMBERS VOTED. 


WaAsniInGcton, March 1.—By persistently post- 
poning a vote on the bill to prohibit dealings in 
options and futures, the minority of the mem- 
bers of the House accomplished ita defeat. If 
it had been possible to bring itup as ordinary 
Dbusjness, in the usual way, by which a majority 
would have passed it, it would have gone to the 
President for his signature. 

By putting it off from time to time it at last 
pame up under a motion to suspend the rules. 
Yo carry that motion required a majority of 
two-thirds. In June last, when it passed the 
House in its original shape, it had an over- 
Wwhelming majority. Since then, however, 
there has been much talk avout the bill. It has 
deen discovered that it is subject to serious 
objection, and it went down in spite of the 
dreadful prognostications of its promoter that 
i} would befall the men who dared to vote 


against it. 

The discussion that followed the motion to 
take up the bill was not at all noteworthy for 
new suggestions from the friends of the meas- 
ure. Mr. Funston (Kep., Kan.,) spoke for it 
with a strain of sympathy, perhaps, for the 
Populist idea of paternal legislation. The 
argument of Mr. Henderson (Rep., lowa,) was 


that the farmer was an intelligent person, who 
knew why he wanted a thing, and he wanted 
this bill. It wasto be to him a measuro of re- 
lief, and Mr. Henderson desired that he should 
have ail the relief it would afford him. 

The advocacy and opposition was all uttered 
in half an hour, and the opposition, in the 
speeches of Mr. Taylor (Rep., ill,) and of 
Mesers. Cummings and Coombs (Dems., N. Y.,) 
Was grounded upon ite interference with the 
markets of the country and of the world. 

Mr. Hatch (Dem., Mo.,) was melancholy in his 
vigorous way. His tone and his words sug- 
gested an expectation of defeat. It appeared 
that he had been accused of lack of persistency 
in trying to get the bill up, of which all 
the members of the House will certainly ac- 
quit him. He had pressed it time out of 
mind, and now his work was done. He 
had stood by the measure as loyally and truly 
as he hadever done to any conviction of his 
manhood. Now it was with the representa- 
tives of the people of America. Let them make 
their own record. Butas sure as the world ex- 
isted, this preposition could not be defeated to- 
day. Itmight be delayed, but it was as sure to 
come from the demand of the people as the sun 
was to rise and set every twenty-four hours. 

The roll was called, The responses came 
thick and fast from the aflirmatives, but there 
Was aeprinkling of nays as the names were 
gone over. When the resalt was annotinced, 
and it was found that there were 172 votesin the 
affirmative and 123 in the negative, it was 
known that Mr. Hatch’s pet measure was dead 
for the session. 

Of the affirmative votes, 113 were cast by 
Democrats and 52 by Republicans. Of the neg- 
ative votes, 101 were cast by Democrats and 
21 by Republicans. Seven Populists voted yea 
and one, Mr. Simpson of Kansas, voted in the 
negative. The attendance was rather larger 
than the average. The interest in the vote was 
intense, 

New-York’s members opposed the bill in 
force, although there were Y votes for it from 
the State. These were given by Messrs. Bunt- 
ing and Van Horn, Democrats, and Curtis, 
Hooker, Payne. Quackenbush, Raines, Ray, and 
Wever, Republicans. The 21 New-York men 
recorded against the bill were 3 Republicans— 
Messrs. Belden, Ketcham, and Wadsworth—and 
18 Democrats—Messrs. Bacon, Bentley, Camp- 
bell, Clancy, Cockran, Coombs, Covert, Cox, 
Cummings, Dunphy, Fellows, Fitch, Greenleaf, 
Little, Loukweel, Magner, Tracey, and Warner. 

Ot the New-Jersey members, Messrs. Bergen 
and Buchanan, Kepublicans, and Mr. Fowler, 
Democrat, voted for the bill, and Messrs. Cad- 
mus, iinglish, and Geissennainer, Democrats, 
voted in oppesitiontoit. Twenty-three Demo- 
crates who voted in June last in favor of the bill 
were to-day recorded against it. 

The other attempts at legislation were of 
little interest, except that to get up and pass, 
under the suspension of the rules, the Chandler 
Immigration bill. Mr. Stump (Dem., Md.,) has 
been very much interested in securing the pas- 
sage of this bill, but the opposition proved to 
be so sharpthat it was tound impossible to 
pueh it through to-day, and it was abandoned 
by an adjournment,

BUT MR. HANCHETT WAS NOT CON- 


FIRMED AS CIRCUIT JUDGE. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Much to the surprise 
of those, who had expected to see the struggle 
in the Senate on the subject of executive soes- 
sions continue, it came to an end to-day. There 
was no opposition when Mr. Sherman (Rep., 
Ohio,) asked, early in the day, for a secret 
meeting of the body, and the conclusion was 
immediately reached thatacompromise of some 
kind had been agreed upon. 

It was asserted later that the Democratic 
epposition to executive sessions had been re- 
moved, with the distinct understanding that 
the Republicans would cease their efforts to se- 
eure the confirmation of Benton Hanchett as 


Judge of the Sixth Judicial Circuit and other 
disputed appointments, and the ratification of 
the Hawaiian treaty. ‘he Republicans, it was 
said, had agreed to this in order te prevent tie 
failure of many nominations to which there was 
no opposition. 

When the doors were closed the Hanchett 
nomination was immediately referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary, which, contrary to 
expectaiion, held a meeting on the floor of the 
Senate, and, by a strict party vote, decided to 
report the nomination favorably to the Senate. 
Some of the Democratic Senators were inclined 
to believe from this action thatthe Republic- 
ans were insincere, but it was explained that 
the sole desire in rushing the matter at this 
time was to saye Mr. Hanchett from the un- 
pleasant refiection that the Senate refused even 
te refer his nomination. A number of Demo- 
cratic Senators assert to-night that no further 
action will be taken upon the nomination. 
Others express the opinion that the Democrats 
wore too lenient with their opponents and that 
Hanchett may be confirmed after all. 

After the Hanchett matter had been disposed 
of an effort was made to reconsider the vote 
by which the nomination of J. V. L. Findlay of 
Maryland to be arbitrator on the Chilean Claims 
Commission had been rejected. Mr. Sherman 
(Rep., Ohio,) was the chief mover in this mat- 
ter. He read various papers bearing on the case 
and sought to forward Mr. Vindlay’s chances, 
butfailed. The Republicans generally took the 

und that the matter should be settled by the 
ocrats, inasmuch as Findlay was a Demo- 
erat and was supose’ by the Maryland delega- 
tion. No formal vote was taken, but the fact 
that Mr. Findlay had been rejected was goon 
made public. .

COMPROMISED ON TAXATION, 
—~<——_——. 
THE SOUTH CAROLINA LEGISLATURE 
SETTLES A RAILROAD CONTROVERSY. 


RaLeien, N. C., March 1.—The most impor- 
tant piece of legislation of the present Legisiat- 
ure is the act to settle the controversy with the 
Wiimington and Weldon Railroad Company. 
The Wilmington and Weldon and the Raleigh 
and Gaston Companies have a section in their 
charters providing that these two roads shall be 
exempt from all taxation until their dividends 
amount to 8 per cent. on the capital stock. 

Two lawsuits have occurred over this. The 
Raleigh and Gaston Company speedily compro- 
mised and gave up their exemption. The Wil- 
mington and Weldon Company carried their 
case to the United States Supreme Court, and 
that tribunal decided at the last term that all 
the branch roads built by this company were 
liable to taxation, and that the main line was 
not 

This decision made the company Mable to the 
Btate, counties, and cities for back taxes for 
a number of yeara. These demands as con- 
tended for amounted to $1,150,000, The char- 
ter of the Petersburg and Weldon Railroad Com- 
pany expires with this General Assembly. The 
County of New-Hanoyer and the City of 
Wilmington contended for $650,000 back taxes, 
and empowered a number of attorneys to prose- 
oute their claim before the Legislature. 

The whole question was referred toa joint 
committee of the two houses, and was fully ar- 
gued before that committee by ex-Gov. Jarvis 
and President Llliott of the Wilmington and 
Weldon Compeny, and by Col John W. Hinsdale 
and Thomas W. Strange for the County of New- 
Hanover and the City of Wilmington. 

the act as passed by the Legislature pro- 
vided for three years’ back taxes to the State, 
counties, cities, and town, on all the property 
of the company, including the majn iine, and 
all other property which has been heretofore 
exempt from taxation, and a surrender of all 
exemptions from tuxation. This action brought 
the State $100,000, and gave the municipalities 
all together about the same amount. The 
amount of taxable property put on the tax lists 
by this compromise amounts to $10,000,000. 
The charter of the Petersburg and Weldon Com- 
pany has been re-enacted and made perpetual, 
with all its property liable for taxation.

AGITATION FUR FREER 
A CANADIAN CONSERVA7T"VE SENATOR

TRADE. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 1.—The war against 
the Government's policy of protection is still 
being waged with increasing vigor in the Oana- 
Gian Parliament. Closer trade relations with 
the United States and the abolition of the 
duties on articles of home consumption is the 
popular war cry. 

The division on the budget resolutions last 
night in the House of Commons showed a 
nominel majority for the Government of 53 
votes. This is by no means, however, a popular 
expression of the feeling of the members. 

Daiton McCarthy and his party voted with 
the Government rather than with the Oppoai- 
tion. The real test of opinion will be given in 


the vote on Mr. McCarthy's motion in amend- 
mnent of the wig! bill next week, asking for 
the removal of the duties on all articles of 
home cousumption. The entire Liberal vote and 
the disatiected portion of the Conservative vote 
will go with MoCarthy. 

In the Senate te-day, Senator Boulton aston- 
ished the Government, which appointed hima 
member of the upper houses for life, by asking 
the Senate toappoint a committee to take evi- 
dence with a view of assimilating Canada’s 
commercial policy with that policy which has 
increased the prosperity of the people of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
in such a marked degree. 

In support of his motion the Conservative 
Senator dwelt eloquently upon what free trade 
had done for England, and claimed that the 
acquisition of the large and valuable market of 
the United States would mean the beginning of 
a new era of prosperity for the Dominion.

The beds, as arule, are in shallow water and 
@ severe Winter is dreaded by the oystermen. 
They declare that this Winter has been the 
worst on record for their industry. 

Their worries are not shared by their brethren 
upon the north shore, whose oystera repose ip 
deeper water. It is estimated by the South 
Side oystermen that over a million bushels of 
oysters, or more than ha)f the crop, are lost.

The Democrats held their caucus in Lyceum 
Hall. Brig. Gen. George D. Sanford was named 
for Mayor after several other candidates had 
declined. Gen. Sunford ran against Mr. Horton 
two years ago, and was badly beaten. He had 
declined to rdn this year, but the pressure was 
too strong. For the remainder of the ticket, at 
least forty men were named. Many were pres- 
ent and withdrew. Others had lieutenants 
there to decline for them all profiered honors. 

Finally, after bickering, divisions of the house, 
reconsiderations of votes, accusations of treach- 
ery, &c, the following ticket was put in the 
field: Aldermen—First Ward, Caleb E. Pierce; 
Second Ward, Frank Wesselis; Treasurer—

SENTENCES OF THREE NAVAL OFFICERS 
GREATLY MITIGATED. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 1.—Sfecretary Tracy was 
apparently in a forgiving mood to-day. The 
sentences of three naval officers under suspen- 
sion were mitigated, and eight sailors, im- 
prisoned at the naval prison at boston, were re- 
leased. 

The most important mitigation is that of the 
sentence of Passed Assistant Paymaster T. J. 
Cowie, who was tried on the Asiatic station for 
drunkenness. He was sentenced to five years’ 
suspension, and Admiral Harmony,in reviewing 
the case, remarked on the failure of the court 
to find the accused guilty of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer, when he had violated his pledge 
to his commanding officer to abstain from in- 
toxicating liquors. The Secretary took the 
view that this sentence was unduly severe for 
the offense and that, while the officer was under 
suspension, it was atthe expense of the Gov- 
ernment, and the pavy was deprived of the 
services of an officer who could not well be 
spared in the Pay Corps. The Secretary cut 
the sentence down to two years. 

The case of Chief Engineer Burdette C. Gow- 
ing has been og ey | forgotten, although he 
was tried at New-York last June for drunken- 
ness ou duty and sentenced to two years’ sus- 
pension. He was reprimanded by the Secretary 
atthe time. His term of suspension would or- 
dinarily have expired in July, 1894, but he is 
restored to duty by the Seoretary’s order to- 
day. 

The third case is that. of Commander Felix 
McCurley, who ran the Alliance aground in 
Japan. He was sentenced to eighteen months’ 
suspension, which was mitigated to one year, 
aud he is now, six months before the expiration 
of the term, restored to duty.

TO EXAMINE MAGAZINE GUNS. 


BUT THE WEAPONS MUST BE OF AMER 


ICAN INVENTION. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The American in- 
ventors who felt that they had been neg- 
lected by the War Department in its recent 
teat of inventions of magazine cuns secured the 
order issued to-day detailing aboard of officers 
to assemble at the Springfield (Mass.) armory on 
the llth inst. The board is composed of Col, 
Otis, Twentieth Infantry; Lieut. Cols. Hali, 
Sixth Infantry, and Farlay, Ordnance Depart- 
ment; Major Freeman, Sixteenth Infantry; 
Capts. Blunt, Ordnance Department, and Ander- 
son, Sixth Cavalry. 

This board, as required by the latest army ap- 
propriation act, will examine only guns of 
American invention. The inventors are given 


one month in which to submit their weapons, 
and the report of the board must be handed in 
by the lst of July. I[f the board tindsa gun 
whichis superior to the Krag-Jorgensen gun 
selected by the former board, the weapon will 
be adopted in place of the foreign wun. 

The former board was in session for some 
months, but left unexamined one or two guns 
which are said to have greater merit than the 
chosen weapon. The arms submitted must be 
of 30 calibre and must use the Frankfort 
Arsenal experimental cartridge. It ie unuder- 
stood that there are two new guns ready for 
trial by the board, one the invention of Lee, 
already famous as a magazine gun maker, and 
the other by Capt. White of the Marine Corps. 

The ordnance officers are a good deal interest 
ed in this second trial, as it may dispose of the 
Krag-Jorgensen gun, for whose distribution to 
the troops preparations were making. 


THE ARMY AND NAVY HOSPITAL. 


A NEW RULE AS TO THE LIFE OF PER- 
MITS TO OFFICERS FOR ADMISSION, 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Army officers have 
been imposing on the rules of the Army and 
Navy General Hospital at Hot Springs, Ark., 
thinks Surgeon General Sutherland of the 
Army. Recently he recalled all permits to offi- 
cers for admission to that institution. He 
found that the officers in charge of the hospital 
could never be certain of the authorized oceu- 
pancy of the officers’ part of the hospital. Some 


of the officers who haye pefmits go to the hos- 

ital at once, others delay a few weeks, while 
n some instances officers have been known to 
present permits that were two and three 
months old. The Surgeon General has written 
to the Becretary a letter in which he says: 

“The success which has followed treatment by the 
waters at this justly celebrate lace has brought it 
in great favor among ofliceras of the army, whioh fav. 
orable opinion mustin the pature of things,increase, 
and We may with reason expect in the future a much 
larger naher of applicants for admission than there 
are beds for their accommodation. There should be 
a limit of time during which the permit may be used 
and the limit oan be fixed and determined with ref- 
erence to the distance of the applicant from the hos- 

ital. I think in general that from seven to ten 
ays should be the life of the permit.” 

Dr. Sutherland’s recommendation has been 
approved by Mr. Aikens, except that the time is 
extended te fourteen days. 





Reception at the White House, 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—President Harrison 
held his lastinformal public reception at the 
White House this afternoon. These receptions 
are usually small affairs, and are held three 
times each week, the attendance ranging from 
100 to 300 people. The one of this afternoon, 


however, was the largest public function of this 
character, in point of attendance, held by Mr. 
Harrison since the firet few days of his term as 
President, when many thousands of visitors 
erowded through the White House in the hope 
of seeing the new Executive. 

For more than haif an hour the President 
shook hands with the throng that filled the 
East Room, the lobby, fy the portico of the 
Executive Mansion, and it was only by taking 
advantage of a break in the line that he was 
enabled to make his escape from the hundreds 
that followed. it is estimated that 1,500 peo- 
ple passed the President, and that half that 
number failed to get in the East Room before 
he left.

Joseph Jefferson, the veteran and favorite 
American actor, delivered a ‘‘ Discourse on the 
Drama” at Music Hall, Fifty-seventh Street 
and seventh Avenue, last night, and he was 
heartily welcomed by a magnificent audience. 
Every private box in the hall was sold, and 
there were few vacant seats in the ca 
pacious building.

It was nearly 9 o’clock when Cari Schurz, Jo- 
seph Jefferson, and Richard Watson Gilder ap- 
peared on the stage. They were greeted with 
hearty applause. ’ 

Mr. Schurz stepped to the footlights and said 
he had been asked to perform a twofoid duty— 
to introduce the speaker of the evening and to 
atate the reasons for Mr. Jefierson’s appearance. 
He said that the New-York Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation needed $5,000 to carry on its eleven 
kindergartens forthe year. Kriefly describing 
the purposes of the schools, Mr. Sehurz said: 

“One of the aims of the association has been 
to establish schools in the tenement-house dis- 
tricts and to urge the establishment of kinder- 
gartens by the city. Ihave been assured that 
the Board of Education has determined to try 
the experiment. Mr. Adolph Sanger, President 
of the board, says it has been resolved to start 
eight schools, and that by next Autumn ten 
more will be established by the board.” 

Mr. Schurz coneluded by introducing Mr. Jef- 
ferson with a compliment. As the veteran 
actor stepped forward, somewhat timidly, it 
seemed, he received a round of applause. 

Mr. Jefferson began by confessing that he folt 
a trifle nervous in appearing in a new role, 
Then he told a story about an old man in a little 
Eastern town who objected to the proposed 
starting of aschool. To give force to his objec- 
tion, the old man sald: 

‘‘ Book larnin’ ain’tno good. It fills chil’ren’s 
heads with stuff that onfits ’em from doin’ their 
vhores. I know a young chap—let me see, what 
wuz his name? Oh, it was Webster, I think— 
Dan’l Webster. Well, he got to goin’ to school, 
an’ then he went up to Bosting and gotalot of 
book larnin’. What wuz the consequince? Why, 
he didn’t amount to nothin’, an’ wa’nt never 
beerd on agin.” 

Mr. Jetlerson earnestly disclaimed any resem- 
blance to Daniel Webster, and said he told the 
story to illustrate the idea that when he got 
through his discourse he might never be heard 
of again. 

Then Mr. Jefferson drew comparisons between 
the orator and actor. The orator was not born 
to listen nor to act. The orator did all the 
talking, but the actor was often most effective 
when ieaten to his associates on the stage. 
He did not regard the actors’ art as being 
altogether imitative. No art is good that is 
altogether imitative. Imitation is a gift, but it 
is notart. Genius produces, art reproduces. 

In illustrating the necessity for an actor to 
be faithful to his portrayals of characters, the 
speaker told astory about Macready, the great 
English tragedian. On one occasion Macready 
asked Miss Warner why it was that he failed to 
make an impression on his audience when as 
Werner, in one of Kyron’s plays, be met the ac- 
cusation of theft made by his son. 

‘*I will tell you candidly, Mr. Macready,” said 
Miss Warner. “Ten years ago, when you first 
spoke the lines you refer to, you spoke them 
like an innocent man, who had been wrong- 
fully accused, and who was dazed and bewil- 
dered by the announcement.” 

** | spoke the lines as they should be spoken,” 
paid Macready. ‘‘How do I speak them now!” 

“Like a man who is used to being accused of 
theft, and with a ready answer for such accusa- 
tions,” said Miss Warner. 

Mr. Jefferson dwelt briefly on the differenee 
between comedy and tragedy. He considered 
comedy a very serious business. 

The genial actor told a story illustrative of 
the effects produced by two eminent actors 
when each appeared as Komeo to Miss Cibber’s 
Juliet. The actors in question were David Gar- 
rick and Barry. Each played the part of 
Romeo effectively, but differently. Barry was 
handsomer than Garrick and more gentle. 

Miss Cibber, on being asked which was the 
better Romeo of the two, said: 

‘‘When I am on the balcony playing Juliet to 
Garrick’s Romeo he is so full of fire and passion 
that I am afraid he will jump up into the bal- 
cony. When Iam playing to Barry’s Komeo, he 
is so tenderly loving and handsome I am afraid 
I'll jump out of the balcony down to him.” 

Mr. Jefferson told several stories of the stage 
that elicited langhter and applause. He con- 
cluded by defending in verse Shakespeare from 
the charges made by Ignatius Donnelly. Sum- 
ming up the result of Donnelly’s claims that 
Bacon wrote the works confmonly credited to 
Shakespeare, Mr. Jefferson said unotuously: 

**He seems to have lost his Shakespearo and 
has failed to save his bacon.” 

Mr. Jefferson's felicitous effort was warmly 
applauded, and when he took his seat Mr. Rich- 
ard Watson wilder stepped to the front. On a 
motion put by Mr. Gilder, the audience voted 
unanimously that Mr. Jeiferson was an orator 
as Well as an actor.

ALFRED PETER ROBINSON. 

Alfred Peter Robinson, Chief Justice of Dela- 
ware, died suddenly from heart failure at his 
residence, in Georgetown, Del., yesterday morn- 
ing. The Chief Justice was with friends as late 
as 11 o’clock Tuesday night and was apparent- 


ly in the best of health. He was appointed to 
the Chief Justiceship by Gov. Reynolds, on Jan. 
26 last, to succeed Joseph P. Comegys, now de- 
ceased, who, with Associate Justice Houston, 
resigned, at the request of the Legislature, be- 
cause of ill health. Alfred P. Kobinson was 
born in Georgetown, Del., Feb. 17, 1842, and 
was admitted to the Sussex County bar in 
April, 1863. He began practice as hig father’s 
partner, and continued alone after the latter's 
death, in 1866. In 1875 he was Clerk of the 
State Senate and wags appointed Deputy Attor- 
ney General the same year. He was a delegate 
% — Democratio National Convention in 

Judge Robinson was one of the foremost law- 
yers of the State, and as a jurist possessed 
marked ability. Asan ovidence of the esteem 
in which he was heid, his appointment to the 
Chief Justiceship was urged by the entire Dela- 
ware bar.

JOHN N, STICKNEY, a prominent and influential 
citizen of Rockville, Conn., for over forty years, died 
yesterday, aged seventy-five. {m 1539 he married 
Mary 8. fiale, daughter of the founder of the New- 
York Journalo/ Commerce. He had been Treasurer 
of the Rockville Gas Company since 1863, was Vice 
President of the Rockville National Bank, and 
Trustee of the Nathan Hale Donation Fund since 
1877. He was a prominent member of the Congre- 
gational Church, held @ responsible position in the 
General Conference; was a leading member of the 
State Congregational Club,a Director in the Con- 
necticut Missionary Society, and a Trustee of the 
Ministers’ Fund sinoe 1863. Fora number of years 
he published the Rockville Journal, 

WILLIAM MINTO died yesterday in England. He 
was born VUoct, 10, 1845, at Auchintoi, Alford, 
Aberdeenshire, and took the deyree of M, A. at 
Aberdeen in 1865 with honors in classics, mathe- 
matics, and philosophy. He entered Oxford, but left 
without takinga degree. He was theauthor of a 
number of works, including several novela. For four 
years he was editor of the xraméiner, now extinct, 
and afterward became a leader writer of the Vatly 
News and the Patil Mall Gazetic. In 1860 he was 
appointed Professor of Logic in Aberdeen. He 
wrote several literary biographies for the last edition 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica. 

HENRY F, SHERMAX of Cleveland, Ohio, died aboard 
the steamship Lahn when three days out from this 
port. ‘he death of Mr. Sherman occurred last Fri- 
day from apoplexy of the heart. Mr. Sherman was a 
800 of the late Judge Charles Sherman of the United 
States District Court and a nephew of Senator John 
Sherman. He was a member of the law firm of Sher- 
man, Hoyt & Dustin, and was well known in Cleve- 
land, which had always been his home. His wife 
who survives him, isa daughter of George A. Bene- 
dict, for many years editor of the old Cleveland Her- 
ald.

He studied law under President Lin- 
colin, and was at various times a partner of Senator 
Cullom, Gen. John A. McOClernand, Congressman 
William M, Springer, and Judge W. L. Gross, being 
partner of the latter at the time of his death. He 
served in the [llinois House in 1861, and was once 
County Judge and once Mayor of Springfield. 

THOMAS A. E. BUSTEED, village engineer of New- 
Brighton, 8. I., died yesterday after a day’s illness, 
aged forty-four years. He was a pative of Brooklyn 
and in early life followed the sea, being master of a 
ship at 23. His home had been on Staton Island for 
twenty-six years. He had been a leading citizen of 
New-Brighton for many years, and for fourteen 
years had been village engineer. He leaves a wife 
and two children. 

VeEsTA K. EF. ELDRIDGE of Needham, Mass., died

“On, no, there wasn't any race,” said Capt. 
Randle. ‘The Paris would have arrived here 
at the same hour she did if we had not known 
that the Teutonic was ahead of us. We tried to 
make a quick passage, of course, but then we 
always try to do that.” 

A stern chase is proverbially a long chase, 
and it proved soin this instance. Three days 
went by without the City of Paris catching sight 
of her rival. On Sunday morning the lookout 
reported a sail directly ahead. As soon as the 
news spread through the ship such of the pas- 
sengers a8 were hardy enough to brave the gale 
that was then blowing from the westward 
hurried on deck to take a look at the veasel. 
Those who remained long enough saw a dim 
tracery of masts sullenly lurching across a 
soety background, and those who were provided 
with glasses were enabled to distinguish the 
flag of the White Star Line. 

Asif the sight gave her renewed energy, the 
City of Paris bounded forward with inoreased 
speed, and before noon had brought the Teu- 
tonic abeam. There was an interchange of the 
usual marine greetings, a flutter of handker- 
chiefs from the decks, and then the White Star 
racer was left astern. 

At dusk the Teutonic’s lights were barely 
distinguishable, and before midnight they could 
not be seen. 

The City of Paris reached the Sandy Hook 
lightehip at 12:34 o’elock yesterday afternoon, 
having traversed 2,862 milesin6 days 2 hours 
and 39 minates. The Teutonic brought the 
lightship abeam at 1:58 P. M., beaten by 3 hours 
and 2 minutes. Her time was 6 days 5 hours 
and 41 minutes. 

This is the last voyage of the City of Paris 
from Liverpool and will be her last under the 
British flag. The words “ City of” will be elim- 
inated and she will be known simply as the 
a Southampton will henceforth be her port 
of call.

STRANGE PHENOMENA OBSERVED BY A 
PARTY OF TOURISTS, 


PARK, 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, March 1.—A letter re- 
ceived here to-day from a party of tourists who 
have a Winter camp inthe National Park gives 
particulars of the earthquakes which were re- 
ported a week ago from Livingston, Mon. 

This letter is by way of Beaver Caiion, Idaho, 


and says that for the last two weeks the noises 
have been distinct, and that there have been 
nearly every day eruptions in difierent parts of 
the park near the Giant and Giantess Geysers, 
are also near the great Castle Geyser. 

There have been openings in the earth through 
which came clouds of steam or smoke, it was 
hard to tell which. When these eruptions com- 
meneed, cattle and horses in the vicinity showed 
great uneasiness, and would go wandering 
about with the evident idea of escape from the 
neighborhood. 

The few people who were there were at first 
badly soared, but finally made up their minds 
that it Was nothing more than an ageravated 
explosion from the shooting geyser. The open- 
ings in the earth were something entirely new, 
and indicated that the shock experienced was 
of earthquake origin. Sometimes there would 
be rumbling sounds and jarring of the earth for 
fully ten seconds befere the explosion came, 
and the explosions were suilicientiy atrong to 
perceptibly jar the cooking utensils about the 
camp.

CONSIDERABLE ANXIETY BEGINNING TO 
BE FELT ABOUT HER. 


The agents of the White Star freighter Naronio 
are beginning to think that it is high time that 
vessel should put in her appearance. She is 
now nineteen days out from port, and she has 
never been out more than eleven days in any of 
her previous voyages. The Bovio of the same 
line, which is a much slower vessel, and which 
left port six days after the Naronio, arrived 
yesterday. 

The overdue freighter is now making her 
seventh transatlantic voyage. Her last trip 
across was accomplished in 10 days 22 hours 
and 33 minutes, during which she traversed 
3,015 miles at an average speed of 11.4 knots 
per hour. Last July she distinguished herself 
by making the fastest voyage of any freight 
steamship. Hertime from port to port was 9 
days 4 hours 21 minutes. 

The vessel has not been heard from since she 
steamed away from Liverpool on Feb. 11. She 
went out of port laden with 4,000 tons of gen- 
eral cargo. Excepting afew returning cattle- 
men, she had no passengers on board. Her 
agents are of the opinion that some part of her 
machinery has been disabled and she has drifted 
out of the steamship lane in consequence of 
some of the gales that have been sweeping over 
the Atlantio. 

It is quite clear that an accident of some sort 
has happened tothe Naronic, but whether it 
is serious enough to imperil the safety of the 
crew has yet to be learned. 

The Naronic is a twin-screw steamship of 
very recent construction, fitted with all modern 
pes enene. Her machinery may have become 
disabled, butas she is fitted with a duplicate set 
of engines, it is not likely that both have be- 
come unserviceable. The breaking of her rud- 
der would not seriously interfere with her 
progress, as she would havea means of steering 

n her twin propellers. 

Her numerous bulkheads would seem to in- 
sure flotation in case of collision, and as she is 
constructed of steel there does not seem to be 
much to fear from tire. 

the Naronic registers 6,594 tons gross meas- 
urement. She is schooner rigged on her four 
masts and has three decks. She was launched 
from the Belfast yards of Harlan & Wolff on 
May 26,1892. Hercommander is Capt. Will- 
iam Roberts, who has been fifteen years in the 
White Star service. Robert Duncan is her 
chief engineer. She carries a crew of fifty-five 
men. 

A cable dispatch from London yesterday stated 
that a premium of 10 guineas is being paid for 
insurance on the vessel. 

Quite a large fleet of steamships arrived yesa- 
terday, but none of them had seen anything of 
the overdue freighter. All had gales to report, 
but they were not of the kind that would have 
60 greatly retarded the arrival of a vessel of 
the Naronio’s class.

SECURE ITS FINAL PASSAGE—AN 
ATTEMPT TO LAY IT ASIDE DBFEAT- 
ED BY THE REPUBLICANS, AXD THE 
HOUSE HASTILY ADJOURNED. 


ATBANY, March 1.—The.cancus of Democratic 
members of the Assembly proposed one thing 
yesterday; the members themselves-disposed of 
it in theirown way to-day. Contrary tothe gen- 
eral plan, the Personal Registration bill was 
not passed this morning. It was advanced to 
third reading, and then when the spectators ex- 
pected tosee a grand tussle on the final passage 
of the bill, the Democratic majority limbered up 
their gune and trotted off the field, leaving the 
final vote to the remote future and the advan- 
tage, whatever it was, to the Republicans. 

lt was evident at the opening of the session 
to-day that the hopes of the Democratic leaders 
Were to be shattered, and that any attempt 
made to pass the bill would be met with defeat. 
The Democrats were very slow in comiag to 
time. Fifteen minutes after the hour set for 
convening only fifty-six of them out of the 
seventy-four were in their seats. Speaker 
Sulzer waited until sixty Democrats were pres- 
ent before calling the House to order. Then 
Col Webster, (Dem., New-York,) to gain time, 
mildiy suggested that the House should go into 
the order of reports from committees, a proposi- 
tion which the Republicans, now confident of 
victory, resisted. 

Mr. Roche (Dem., New-York,) made a motion 
to lay all orders of business on the table and to 
g0 into reporta of committees, which required a 
two-thirds vote. The roll call which was de- 
manded helped the Democrate in their policy 
of delay, and when the resnlt showed they had 
been defeated Mr. Quigley, their leader, moved 
a call of the House. Onacall of the roll the 
following absentees were reported by Clerk 
DeFreest: Republicans—Brown of Otsego, Stone 
of Monroe, and Foster of Albany; Democratse— 
Hennessy of Kings, Keenan of Rensselaer, 
Molxeon and MoManus of New-York, O’Connor 
of Kings, Ryder of Westchester, and Yetman 
of Ricamond The following members were ab- 
Bont with leave: Deyo, (Rep., Broome,) Deitsch, 
(Dem., Kings,) Smith, (Dem., Erie,) and Wollf, 
(Dem., New-\ erk.) 

Over an‘ hour was required by the Sergeant 
at Arms to bring to the bar all the delinquents 
except McManus and Yetman, and the was 
then suspended. The Personal Registration 
bill was then brought up, and for the next two 
hours a shower of oratory fell upon the Assem- 
bly Chamber. The Demoerats had counted 
noses, and learned that only sixty-one Demo- 
crats would vote for the bill, or four less than a 
Miajority. 7 
,.. The introducer of the bill, Mr. Ransom, (Dem., 
Niagara,) oifered an amendment, which was 
adopted without opposition, raising the number 
of registration days for ali towns and cities out- 
side of New-York and Kings to four, the fourth, 
third, second, and first Saturdays before elec- 
tion to be known as the first, second, third, and 
fourth days of registration, respectively. 

The first speaker to attack the bill was Mr. 
Ainsworth, (Rep., Oswego.) He said this might 
Well be called a bill to disfranehise rural voters. 
He had respect for Democratic members who 
would bravely stand out to carry out the wishes 
of their constituents rather than obey the com- 
mande of the bosses who said this bill must be 
enacted The city man who drafted this bill 
recognized only two divisions, towns and cities, 
and gave no thought to the intermediate mu- 
nicipalities, villages, and this was a fatal defect 
in the bill. Mr. Kansom claimed tbat in the 
border towns there was a great influx of voters 
from Canada, but the towns that were on the 
border were all Democratic, and if there was 
corruption it was to be found where all corrup- 
tion is found, in the Democracy. 

Mr. Ransom said that in his county the names 
of sixty or seventy-five voters are carried for 
years in some cases. Over fifty names had been 
put on the registry list by one man, who owned 
up that he didn’t know whether they were alive 
or dead. 

Mr. Ainsworth contended thata fatal defect 
of the bill was that under this law an election 
in villages was impossible. 

It does not provide forelections in villages,” 
returned its introducer. 

“I beg your pardon,” said Mr. Ainsworth; “it 
eertainly does, and I refer you to Section 33. 
Now, I say an election in a village is impossible 
under this bill, for the reason that the bounda- 
Fries of a village and the boundaries of an eleoc- 
tion district are different.” 

**Well,” said Mr. Quigiey, ‘‘the gentleman 
from Oswego |Mr. Ainsworth] ought to suggest 
an amendment!”’ 

*With great pleasure,” retorted Ainsworth. 
*“T would offer as an amendment to strike out 
the enacting clause.” 

Mr. Fish, (Reop., Putnam,) alluding to are- 
mark made by Mr. Quigley that there was no 
corruption in Brooklyn, said that he would 
leave this question to himself and the Execu- 
tive of the State. He would like to know 
whether Mr. Kansom had drafted this bill him- 
self, or whether it had come from headquarters. 

Mr. Webeter (Dem., New-York,)—Whast ditfer- 
ence does that make if it is a good bill? 

Mr. Fish—From the sensitiveness of the gen- 
tleman from Tammany Hali, I judge that the 
bill came from Fourteenth Street. 

Mr. Fish then asked Mr. Ransom to name ten 
men in his county who were in favor of the bill 
or who had asked forits passage In response 
to this question, Mr. Ransom sent anumber of 
Jetters to the Clerk’s desk, which were read. 
These were from the following persons and 
urged the passage of the bill: George Hall, 
Odgensburg; Frank E. Sherman, Jamestown; 
George W. baxter, Niagara; D. G. Griffin, Water- 
town; William Lyon, Washington County; Ed- 
ward B. Kansom, Palmyra; John T. Good- 
rich, Delaware County; J. B. Hathaway, Buff- 
alo; George J. Dilly, krie County; Edward D. 
Cutter, Schenectady County; Thomas Spratt, 
Ogdensburg; Jumes W. Ridgeway, D. F. Van 
Viiet, Tompkins County; William Ladue, Put- 
mam County; John N. Carlisle, Watertown; 
John C. Farr, Mexico. 

While these were read there was a running 
fire of comment by Messrs. Fish and Ainsworth, 
who claimed that these men were Chairmen of 
County Democratic Committees, office holders, 
and that only three of them came from villages. 

The best speech of the day was the maiden 
effort of Mr. William Bruce Ellison, (Dem., 
New-York,,) who was attentively listened to and 
applauded. He said the bill ought to become a 
law. The farmer was not inconvenienced by it. 
The foundation of elections was the honesty of 
the poll lista. The Dill was fair. If the Repub- 
licans refused to rexister, it betrayed a want of 
confidence in their leaders. He was surprised 
that the 1emnant of the once great party should 
throw barrier upon barrier in the way of honest 
elections. 

After every one who desired was given an op- 
portunity to speak, the bill was promptly 
ordered to third reading without reading. The 
Clerk read tae title, when Mr. Sullivan (Dem., 
New-York, moved to lay it aside, which was 
defeated. Outgeneraled by the Republicans in 
this strategy, Daniel F. Martin (Dem., New- 
York,) moved that the House adjourn, which was 
tantamount te a retreat. Mr. Maiby seemed 
dazed for a moment, and before he recovered the 
Democrats had limbered up their batteries and 
complacentiy trotted off the fleld when the 
Speaker deciared the motion to ourn carried. 

he bill was placed on the third-reading cal- 
endar, and the Democratic leaders between 
now and next Tuesday will attempt to put 
pressure upon six or seven of the refractury 
Democrats who have declared their hostility to 
the measure. 


IMPORTANT CIVIL SERVICE BILLS. 

Mr. Ellison (Dem., New-York,) introduced 
three civil service reform bills, which were 
brought here by George McAneny, Jr., Secretary 
of the Civil Service Reform Association. The 
firat bill exeludes laborers and workmen from 
the operation of the civil service regulations. 


It provides that it shall also be the duty of the 
Mayor of each city in which such rules and reg- 
ulations as are provided by thie act have been 
in any way placed in force to establish or cause 
to be established rules for the selectian of 
sons to be employed as laborers in the service 
of said cities, such rules to embody the prinoi- 
ple of the selection of laborers in the order in 
which their names shall appear on the lists pre- 
ared under said rules, with due regard to the 
d of labor in which they are employed. 

The second bill provides that all appoint 
ments in the Department of Public Buil sin 
New-York City, excepting the Deputy Superin- 
tendents of Buildings and attorney at law, 
shall be according to the regulations of the civil 
service. 

The third brings appointments hereafter of 
sweepers, hostiers, drivers, and other laborers 
io the New-York City Street-Cleaning Depart 
ment within the civil service regulations. “Phey 
were all referred to the Cities Committee, and 
Col. Webster has promised to grant a hearing 
within two wees.

ROCHE RECALLED His BILL 


—————— 
WANTS TO SEE WHAT 
MAY AMEND IT. 


ALBANY, March 1.—The mysterious Insurance 
bill, which Assemblyman Roche (Dem., New- 
York,) whisked through the Legislature with 
neatness and dispatch, was recalled from the 
Governor this morning on motion of the intro- 
ducer. Mr. Roche was full of explanations. 
Yesterday, he said, the bill was given him by 
the Insurance Department; last evening he 
suggested that it originated with the Statu- 


tory Revision Commesion, and this morning Mr. 
Roche said he drew the bill himself. 

“Who suggested it!’ he was asked. 

“Why, I suggested it myself,” he replied. 

** But who inspired itt” 

“I inspired it.” 

“ That's all very well; what object had you in 
View in drawing such a bill?” 

** 1 believed such a bill was a good thing.” 

“ What company or companies are interested 
in it or will be benefited by it?”’ 

“I don’t know. Now, see here,” said Mr. 
Roche, “‘ that bill was introduced in good faith. 
It was in the committee of both houses and 
under consideration for a month, and not a 
voice was heard againstit. But now, when it 
is all ready to be signed by the Governor, comes 
this howl againstit. I asked for ite recall, be- 
oause if there is anything wrong about it I want 
to know all about it, and I can amend it so that 
it will be satisfactory to every one. I don’t care 
to have a bill charged up against me that is 
wrong.” 

Prof. Charles A. Collins of the Statutory Re- 
vision Commission said when questioned about 
the bill: “The bill was recalled from the Gov- 
ernor at my solicitation. In looking over the 
bills now before the Governor this morning I 
ran across thisone. It struck me as an impor- 
tantand as a mysterious measure, and as the 
time on it was up next Monday night, I be- 
lieved the wisest course was to have it recalled 
to-day, in order that we should have the benefit 
of more time.”’ 

“Then the bill did not originate with the 
Statutory Comission?” , 

“We never saw or heard of it till after it 
passed the Senate. I shall have an insurance 
expert go over it with me if I tind I cannot 
fathom its intent. We had to recall it to-day, 
owing to the determination of the Legisiature 
to adjourn until Tuesday.” 

Superintendent of Insurance James F. Pierce 
was asked if he knew anything about it. At 
first he was not disposed to discuss the pill, and 
resented the questions with petplance akin to 
irascibility. ‘‘ I only know this,” he said; “if 
the bill comes to me in the regular order of busi- 
ness and my opinion as Superiutendent of In- 
surance is asked, I shall give it the most care- 
ful and deliberate thought.’ 

“Then the department has not recommended 
or indorsed the biil?”’ 

Nothing of the kind. I know nothing about 
it. Butif my opinion is asked officially I shall 
give it only after a very careful consideration of 
the bill.” 

The future of the bill will depend upon the 
amendments that will be suggested from the 
Executive Chamber. 





ICE DAMAGE IN JAMAICA BAY. 





MUCH PROPERTY IN PERIL AND MUCH 
ALREADY RUINED. 


Fak ROCKAWAY, March 1.—The breaking up 
of the ice in Jamaica Bay is creating great dam- 
age. To-day'’s sun started s number of great 
crevices, and several small houses were swept 
away. The handsome clubhouse of the Jamaica 
Bay Rod and Gun Club is already partially 
wrecked, and although Joseph Eppig, son of 
Brewer Leonard Eppig, and a companion have 
worked valiantly shoring up and propping the 
building to prevent ite being carried away, bay- 
men say that nothing oan save it when the ice 


moves, of which there is danger at any mo- 
ment. The house cost $8,000, and is hand- 
somely furnished. 

The sloop Nina M., owned by Capt. Henry 
Burger of Woodhaven, was caught in the 
swiftly-moving ice last evening aud crushed as 
though of paper. Jacob Schappert’s hotel at 
Goose Creek is greatly damaged and ie in dan- 
ger. All. the floats, boat landings, and small 
docks aleng the channel were ground to pieces 
and swept away last night and to-day. 

At Ramblersville at least two dozen small 
sailboats and rowboats are destroyed. Two 
fishing stations at Creed’s are lost. The marshes 
are full of floating ice, strewn with wreckage. 

This year’s breakiug up ofthe icein the bay 
far surpassesin the extent of damage that of 
any former year remembered by the old bay- 
men of the vicinity.

JUDGE SMITH THINKS SHE IS ABLE 
TO PAY TRAVELING EXPENSES. 


YaNKTON, 8 D., Mareh 1.—ln the Circuit 
Court here yesterday a motion for $350 ali- 
mony, made by Daisy Edna Winslow, wife of 
Herbert Hall Winslow, who has sued for di- 
voree, was denied by Judge E. G. Smith, who 
said, in making his decision, that Mrs. Winslow 
came to Yankton once in December. when it was 
not necessary, without the assistance of her 


husband’s purse, and she could undoubtedly do 
so again; that when she arrived here the court 
would see thatshe had every facility for mak- 
ing a proper defense. 

n her affidavits in support of her motion 
Mre. Winslow said that unless $350 was paid 
her she could not make a defense. But the 
Court, who wasagreatly incensed at the recent 
arrest of Mr. Winslow in New-York Oity, saw 
fitto deny the motion. Mr. Winslow's arrest, 
when he wae complying with the order of the 
South Dakota court, to pay $60 a month ali- 
mony, was little short of contempt of court by 
Mra. Winslow. 

The question of desertion, involved in Mr. 
Winslow’s application for a divorce, is to be 
tried by jury. The question of the legality of 
his residence here will be determined hy the 
court. The trial will occur about the middle of 
March and will attract a great deal of at- 
tention. Yankton people sympathize with Mra. 
Winslow. 





Bear Hunt at Glen Cove, 

GLEN Cove, L. I, March 1.—The appearance 
of a huge biack bear in the village of Glen 
Cove has thrown the village into a fever of ex- 
citement. It has been seen on the outekirts by 
adozen persons at as many different points. 
As native bears have not been known on Long 
Island for many years, the beliefisthat it has 
escaped from some cirous or show. Among the 
theories advanced is that it came across the 


sound from Glen Island, after getting loose 
there. One aged resident insists that he saw 
the same bear in a cage in Central Park on a re- 
cent visit to New-York, and declares that there 
must have been an outbreak of the animals 
there, and that perhaps Long Island woods are 
Tull of wild beasts from New-York. 

To-day a party of a dozen men started out, 
armed with a motley collection of weapons, to 
eapture or kill the cause of the village’s per- 
turbation.

ANTI-RACE TRACK MASS MEETING 
IN NEW-JERSEY’S CAPITAL, 





“THREE THOUSAND CITIZENS GATHERED 
FROM ALL PARTS OF THE STATE— 
RINGING ADDRESSES AND RESOLU- 
TIONS—COMMITTEK OF FIFTY TO BE 
AT TRENTON TUESDAY. 


TRENTON, March 1.—Tho delegation from Cam- 
den was in the van of the groat army of citizens 
whocame down here to-day to enter their in- 
dignant protest against the race-track laws 
which had just been perfected by the Legislat 
ure and to demand their immediate repeal. 
They had seen the report of the House proceed- 
ings of yesterday, in the course of which it had 
been decided that the use of the Assembly 
Chambers should not be accorded to them, and 
they came down in fighting humor. 

When they entered the hall of the State House 


to batter down the doors of the Chamber to gain 
admission, and fully determined to do it. 

When they reached the Chamber itself they 
were surprised to find the doors on the hinge 
and everything prepared for their entertatn- 
ment. Every train that rolled into town from 
whatever direction, for three hours subsequent- 
ly, brought delegations from all parts of the 
State, and conservative estimates are that the 
throng, when it was massed, numbered 3,000 
earnest and determined men. The lie was given 
to Speaker Flynn’s contemptuous fling that the 
women were alone in the agitation by the fact 
that in the vast multitude there wore not more 
than a dozen female faces. 

The announcement that the use of the Assem- 
bly Chamber would be refused to the protesters. 
and that Taylor's Opera House had been en- 
gaged for the emergency led to a confusion 
among them as to which of the halls they 
should goto. Part went to the Opera House, 
but the larger number was tempted by curi- 
osity to the Assembly Chamber. The men who 
were foremost in the movement sought the 
Btate House at once to learn whether an at- 
tempt would ‘be made to enforce Speaker 
Flynn’s arrogant order against them, and were 
in turn surprised to find the hall already com- 
fortably filled when they arrived. 

Common consent marked out the Rey. Dr. 
Kempshall of Elizabeth, the President of the 


Anti-Race-Track League, as the Chairman of 
the meeting, and when the hour for the oall to 
order arrived, he was lifted, by acclamation, to 
the dais—to the chair of Speaker Flynn, the vel- 
vet-upholstered throne of Starter Flynn of the 
Gloucester race track, to the seatof him who, 
as presiding officer of the House, had afew 
Gays ago declared the bills which Dr. Kemp- 
shall was there to denounce passed in spite of 
the Governor and of the people and of every- 
body else. 

The doctor spread his wings proudly and 
crowed loudly over this sign of popular triumph. 
He scored Speaker Fiynn from Flynn’s own 
chair and the Legislature in its own chamber 
for its scandalous disregard of public right and 
public sentiment, and woke the echoes by com- 
mending Mr. Lane of Union for his efforts to 
lead his fellow-members in the right direction. 
And when he repeated Mr. Lane's grand answer 
to Flynn’s contemptuous fling at the women of 
the Stute, ‘‘The hand that rocks the cradle rules 
the land,” the burst of applause shook the walls 
of the chamber. 

The proceedingsin the Assembly Chamber wero 
continued only long enough to show how futile 
was Flynn’s threat, by excluding the remon- 
strants from the chamber, to keep the people 
from theirown. Word reached those assembled 
there that even a larger throng had gathered 
at Taylor's Opera House, and a suggestion that 
the rest of the meeting be held in the public 
hail below was readily agreed to. 

* With eminent satiafaction,” said Dr. Kemp- 
shal!. as he mounted the platform in the pres- 
ence of the united throngs, “*I announce that 
we have just come from the State House with 
our colors flying. The sovereignty of the peo- 
ple of the State of New-Jersey has just been as- 
serted at its Capitol, and for the moment we are 
content.” 

When the cheers that greeted this pean of 
triumph had subsided, the Kev. Dr. Duffield of 
Princeton offered a prayer, and then the Kev. 
Mr. Dixon of Trenton offered a resolution. Its 
reception at this time was not quite in the order 
ofthe programme for the day’s proccedings 
that the venerable Chairman had laid down in 
his mind, and he told Mr. Dixon that aftera 
time his paper would be received. The tiie 
eathe when the Committee on Resolutions bad 
been constituted to’take it in obarge, and so 
prevent an open discussion that could only 
have delayed the close of the day’s business on 
the fleor. 

The appointment of this committee was moved 
at once, when somebody vamed a clergyman as 
its tirat member. Dr. Kempshall reminded him 
and the gathering of Flynn’s contemptuous ref- 
erence to the dominies, and advised that a pre- 
ponderance of laymen be chosen. For the 
selection of these some one o)se proposed nomi- 
nations by counties. Dr. Kempshall didn't 
think that exactly wise. ‘“‘ Bevause,”’ he said, 
“we donot propose in the contingency of some 
county not being represented to furnish our 
enemies with proof that the whole of the State 
of New-Jersey ien’t here.” 

So the nominations were made at random and 
the preference given to laymen over clergymen, 
and the committee was finally named as follows: 

Judge Browning of Camden, J. J. Janeway of 
New-brunswick, W. W. Cutler of Morristown, 
J. N. Voorhees of Hunterdon, W. O. Fairweather 
of Passaic, A. L. Murrow of Monmouth, the 
Rev. Dr. Duttield of Princeton, W. H. Sembower 
of Salem, Henry 8. Butler of Warren, and Al- 
fred D. Claypole of Burlington. 

The committee retired to prepare a resolution, 
and the assembled multitude was treated to a 
series of entertaining addresses. The Rev. Dr. 
Scott, President of the Faculty of Kutgers Col- 
lege, told of his recent visit to Louisiana and 
related some inoidents of the great tight the 
people of that State have just successfully end- 
ed ayainst the intrenched lottery octopus. When 
be had finished, Vice Chancellor Bird was intro- 
duced. He described the methods of the Legis- 
lature as dastardly, and denounced the manner 
of doing as well as the fact of doing in the 
passage of the race bill. 

“Now,” he said, “‘we must presse this Legis- 
lature—this Legislature—to repeal the wicked 
law, and we must put our petition in such a 
frame that it will best command the atten- 
tion of our statesmen. I believe that in enact- 
ing this legislation the members of the Legis- 
lature were deceived; they must have been 
deceived, else why should rural members, who 
have no interest or concern with Gloucester 
and Guttenberg, have passed laws that are only 
for their benefit! If they were not imposed 
upon what could have tempted them 1” 

*“Greenbacks!” shouted somebody in the 
back of the hall. 

“No, no,” interposed the Vice Chancellor, 
“we must not believe that. At any rate, we 
must pretend not to believe it, for if we con- 
fess that these men were moved by sordid con- 
siderations in the passage of the acte they will 
adhere to their engagements to the end; repeal 
would be hopeless, and we might as wel) end 
our work right here and now. So let us believe 
that they responded to other than money influ- 
ences, and that if we reason with them properly 
we may succeed in the end in bringing them to 
the support of the right.” 

Ex-Assemblyman William H. Corbin, who fol- 
lowed, was very much of the same way of 
thinking. He had been in the Assembly for 
three years, and he knew that money was not 
always the powerful factor in winning votes. 
Men voted for legislation that was bad for otber 
considerations sometimes; they yielded to the 
intiuences that immediately surrounded them 
and often gave votes for favor. He did not be- 
lieve that all of the forty-five members who 
voted for these bills nad been bribed; ir he did, 
he could not but think as Vice Chancellor Bird 
did, that hope of relief from this Legislature 
might as well be abandoned at once. 

On the theory that some were not bribed, the 
fact was of importance, Mr. Corbin said, that 
the change of a singie vote in the Senate and 
the change of three votesin the House would 
make the repealers laws, and, believing that 
theory the rightone, Mr. Corbin urged every 
man in the hall to constitute himself a com- 
mittee of one and to wait upon his Assembly- 
man,if that Assemblyman voted for the race 
laws, to urge him to recall the vote. That kind 
of work, he believed, would be effective in 
bringing to the support of the law and order- 
loving element of .the State the few votes they 
needed to undo what had been done. 

The Rev. Mr. Studdiford of Trenton aroused 
interest in a letter which he had addressed to 
Assemblyman James W. Lanning and which he 
read. In this letter he called Mr. Lanning’s 
attention to the fact that he was the only mem- 
ber of the Mercer delegation who had voted 
for the race bills. He politely assured the As- 
semblyman that he did not believe that that 
vote had been cast without reason, and that, 
as he might like to have an opportunity to 
explain himself tothe people, he took the lib- 
erty of inviting him to attend to-day’s meeting. 

“ Humph!” exclaimed Dr Kempsnall; “it’s 
Mr. Lanning’s turnto be heard now. Will Mr.+ 
Lanning be kind enough to step forward ¢” 

Of course, there was no Mr. Lanning in the 
hall. He was one of the gentlemen who fied so 
precipitately froin Trenton yesterday to avoid 
this meeting of to-day.

BISHOPS TO BE NAMED. 





IMPORTANT BUSINESS BEFORE THE 


EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


A convention of the Bishops of the American 
Protestant Episcopal Church, specially con- 
vened, began its sessions in tbis city yesterday 
at the @iecesan residence of Bishop Potter, 
29 Lafayette Place, with Bishop Williams 
of Connecticut, senior Bishop, presiding. The 
ohief objects of the convention were for the 
purpose of filling the two vacant Missionary 
Bishoprics of Japan and China, to take action 
upon the resignation of Bishop Howe of South 
Carolina, and to discuss matters of interest to 
the Church. Forty-three out of seventy-six 
Bishops forming the American Episcopate were 
in attendance. 

It was voted to refer the election of the Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Northern Michigan to the 
next General Convention of the Chureh, in 
1895. After long discussion a resolution was 
unanimously adopted asking the Right Rev. 
William Bell White Howe, D. D., LL. D., of 
Charleston, 8. C., to withdraw his resignation 
as a member of the House of Bishops, and sug- 
gesting that the canons of the Church provided 
that he should be furnished with an Assistant 
Bishop, who might have the jurisdiction and 
charge of the active duties of the diocese for his 
rélief. The resolution concluded with the hope 
that he would consent to remain to the end of 
his days a6 an honorary member of the House of 
Bishops. 

The adoption of the resolution was tele- 
graphed to Bishop Howe at Charleston, where 
ho remains still teeble from the effects of the 
paralytic shock of some months ago. 

The rest of the session yesterday was devoted 
to the discussion of the Japan and China vacan- 
cies. The names of the candidates nominated 
will be balloted upon at to-day’s meeting, which 
takes place at 10 o’clock, immediately after 
holy communion at Grace Charch, 





MORE GRIEF FOR RINGSTERS, 





THE JERSEY CITY SPOILS BILL SAID TO 
BE DEFECTIVE, 


The Jersey City ring is in fresh misery. It has 
been plotting for months torob Mayor Wanser 
of his powers, and at the sessions of the houses 
this week passed a bill by which it thought the 
thing was done. The act prevents the Mayor 
from appointing successors to incumbents of 
the city offices whose terms are about to expire 
without the conourrence of the Board of 
Finance. 

As it is certain that the Board of Finance, 
which is controlled by the ring, will not confirm 
any of the Mayor’s nominees, the Mayor’s 
chances of seating any of them are slim under 
the act. 

The plot was to have the present officials hold 
over till their successora should be named, con- 
firmed, and qualified. The act to help this 
echeme through was placed in the Governor's 
bands yesterday. It is said that he will veto it, 
but the ringsters hoped to pass it over his veto. 

Now they have made a discovery that rather 
spoils the game. ‘The act does not specifically 
provide that the present incumbents shall hold 
over, and it is eo defective that it does not an- 
swer their purpose at all. 





In Favor of Archbishop Corrigan, 

Judge Patterson of the Supreme Court yester- 
day directed a verdict in favor of Archbishop 
Corrigan in the suit brought by ‘Mary T. Uping- 
ton. In 1862 Mrs. Upington’s grand-aunt, Mary 
Davy, deeted thirty-two lots on the Boston 
Road, near One Hundred and LEighty-sixth 
Street, to the Archbishop of New-York, on 
condition that he cause a church to be erected 
on it within a “reasonable time.”

VOLEHOVSKY AND STEPNIAK ON 
THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 





‘IT WOULD PLACE EVERY RUSSIAN DIS- 
TASTEFUL TO THE CZAR IN JEOP- 
ARDY IN THIS COUNTRY—CHARGES 
COULD BE TRUMPED UP TO ASK 
FOR HIS EXTRADITION. 


LONDON, March 1.—Felix Volkhovsky, the Ni- 
hilist, and Stepniak, in an interview with a re- 
porter this evening, spoke at length concerning 
the proposed extradition treaty between Rus- 
sia and the United States. 

Mr. Volkhovsky said that, althongh the Nihil- 
ist clause in the treaty purported to be direct- 
ed against persons who had tried to kill mem- 
bers of the imperial family, itin fact would be 
far more comprehensive. The Russian aunthori- 
ties would use it as a drag net for catching all 
persons in America whose declarations or acts 
were distasteful to the Russian Government. 

His own experiences with Russian tribunals 
caused him to believe that if the Russian au- 
thorities wished to dispose of a Russian in the 
United States who was making himself objec- 
tionable to the Russian Government, they would 
as likely as not conduct a bogus investigation, 
incorporate a report of it in the judicial docu- 
mente, and upon this false basis make a claim 
for the extradition of that Russian, against 
whom they would allege murder or attempted 
murder. 

Thus, the Russian Government would be prac- 
tically omnipotent over the lives of Russians 


in the United States, as it would be impossible 
for the Washington Government to got behind 
the documents on which the claims for extradi- 
tion were based. 

* You must remember,” continued Mr. Volk- 
hovsky, “that according to the Russian Penal 
Code any political secret society which aims to 
chango the existing form of government is lia- 
ble to be treated exactly as if its members were 
plotting against the person of the Czar or other 
members of the imperial family. The judicial 
systems, moreover, in Russia and the United 
States are entirely dissimilar. Americans ought 
to understand that, if their Government sanc- 
tions this treaty, it is taking astep toward de- 
livering over to torture or death men who, ac- 
cording to the American standard, are perfectly 
good and law-abiding citizens.” 

Stepniak emphatically expressed his approval 
of all that Mr. Volkhovsky said.

EMPEROR WILLIAM’S SPEECH. 





A SURPRISE TO THOSE WHO WERE 
LOOKING FOR A SENSATION. 


BERLIN, Maroh 1.—Emperor William failed to 
make the sensational speech expected from him 
at the banquet of the Brandenburg Diet this 
evening. He spoke witb unwonted earnestness 
and animation, but gave utterance to no such 
surprising sentiment as that expressed by him 
a year ago concerning the emigration of all 
malcontents in the empire. Part of his speech 
Was as ollows: 

“ The living generation is fond of comparing 
the monarchical traditions of the past with the 
present régime, to the disadvantage of the lat- 
ter. This is afruitless task. Let us look back 
upon the splendid past without useless regret. 
Let us endeavor to become worthy of our an- 
cestors’ deeds. I myself hope to establish a 


state of things with which all Germans who de- 
sire to be content will be content. I hope that 
the good will of my people will strengthen my 
resolution, although I know that it will be im- 
possible to satisfy everybody.” 

The Emperor made no direct reference to the 
Army bill, but spoke empbatioally of the hearty 
accord in which he found himself with his 
Chancellor, Count von Caprivi.

THE DELAY IN THE EXTRADITION OF 
THE BANK ROBBER ADOTT. 


VIENNA, March 1.—The police of this city are 
chafing over the delay that is being met with in 
securing the extradition of Jacquis Licco Adutt, 
who, under the alias of Mueller, was arrested in 
Chicagoon the charge of robbing the Oester- 
risch-U ngariesche Bank, in which he was em- 
ployed, of the sum of 80,000 florins. 
Adutt’a accomplices in the crime have all 
been taken into custody. One of them, named 
Benvenisti, fled to Philadelphia, but subse- 
quently went to Berlin, where he was captured. 
Rudolph Weiss, another accomplice, was ar- 
rested in this city, while two others, named 
Antoine Weiss and Karl Koritéchoner, who 
wore implicated in the robbery, were arrested 
in Presburg, Hungary.

TOPICS UNDER DISCUSSION AT THE 
ACADEMY OF MEDICINE. 


There was an-intoresting discussion of the 
proposed act to abolish the office of Coroner in 
this city, at a meeting of the section in public 
health of the New-York Academy of Medicine, 
last night. Dr. 8. T. Armstrong presided. 

A paper was read by Dr. Stephen Smith in 
which certain changes in the act now pending 
in the Legislature were suggested. Inasmuch 
as the office of Coroner is provided for in the 
Constitution of the State, Dr. Smith remarked 
that until the Constitution was amended the 
office could not be abolished. There could and 
should be an immediate enactment, however, 
restricting the duties of the Coroner and pro- 
viding for additional facilities for doing tho 
work which the Ceroners are now supposed to 
do. 

Dr. Smith proposed that the existing law be 
changed so that no man could be appointed to 
the office of Coroner unless he was a competent 
lawyer, and also to provide fora bureau of in- 
quest physicians to consist of three well quali- 
fied medical practitioners. 

Dr. A. T. Weston, one of the present Coroners’ 
physiolans, said, in commenting on Dr. Smith's 
paper, that he thought much of the criticism of 
the Coroners’ office, was based on lack of knowl- 
edge of the workings of that office. He was of 


the opinion that the existing law was fairly 
satisfactory, and could be made perfectly so, 
by a few slight modifications. The effect of 
Dr. Smith’s propositions, he said, would divide 
up the work of the Coroners’ office in a very 
uncertain way. 

Dr. Johu W. Brannan favored a change in the 
law relating to Coroners. A law similar to the 
enactment suggested by Dr. Smith was operat- 
ing very satisfactorily in Massachusetts. Vt the 
office of Coroner could not be abolished in this 
Etate, the functions of the Coroner ought to be 
changed. It was not enough that a Coroner 
should be a good physician. An important part 
of the work of the Coroner was outside the 
sphere of a physician. 

Dr. E. G. Janeway suggested that the Coro- 
ners’ department should have a chemist. Dr. 
Smith replied that the proposed act provided 
for the co-operation of the Board of Health in 
the performance of the duties which now fall to 
the Coroner, and the Board of Health has its 
own chemist. 

The advisability of amendments to the exist- 
ing law defining the functions of Coroners was 
referred toa special committee of the section 
for careful consideration. 

A paper on ** The Present Sanitary Condition 
of the Croton Watershed” was read by Mr. E. 
W. Martin, the chemist of the Board of Health. 
The only natural taint of the Croton water, he 
said, was from the peaty bogs through which 
about 15 per cent of the waterruns. That 
taint gives the water a dark brown color. 

Mr. Martin described an investigation into 
the condition of the Croton water shed which 
he made in association with other officers of the 
Health Department. It was found that a great 
deal of village and barnyard drainage tlowed 
into the Croton River. A large percentage of 
the sewage of Brewsters found its way into that 
river. Croton Lake was in reality New-York’s 
distributing reservoir, and it was constantly re- 
ceiving impure matter from the Croton River 
and from the drainage of farms, cemeteries, 
slaughterhouses, hotels, and other sources. 
The lake was so full of organio matter now that 
water passing through it was inno way purified. 
Mr. Martin regarded the situation as very seri- 
ous, particularly in view of a possible revisita- 
tion of cholera. 

Dr. H. D. Chapin said that too much vigilance 
could not be exercised in protecting the water 
supply. An important step in that direction 
would be te look up existing laws and see to 
what extent they were efficacious and enforce- 
able. 

Dr. R. H. Derby, representing the Advisory 
Committee of the Academy of Medicine, which 
bas been in conference with representatives of 
the Board of Health, reported that the subject 
of the water supply had been considered and it 
was especially desirable that the section on 
public health should co-operate in making a 
careful and thorough investigation of the mat- 
ter for a report to the academy. 

Dr. Alexander Hadden spoke earnestly in fa- 
vor of stirring up the public mind on thig sub- 
ject. This community was certainly in danger 
from the inoreasing pollution of ite water sup- 
ply. Until the public was thoroughly aroused 
no effective steps could be taken to remove the 
causes of the pollution. There ought not to be 
any farm, stable, slaughterhouse, or any other 
— of drainage allowed to flow into Croton 
Lake. 

Dr. Janeway said that purification of the 
Croton water supply was certainly needed, but 
it would be an unfortunate thing to getup a 
public scare that would lead to the enactment 
of costly laws which, while serving well the 
selfish purposes of politicians and other self- 
seekers, would fail to bring the needed relief. 
The greatest care should be taken in collecting 
facts and in advocating legislation. What was 
done should be well done, and it would be wise 
to look up the existing sanitary laws of the 
State and see how far their rigid enforcement 
would go toward putting a stop to the evils 
complained of. 

On motion of Dr. J. W. Brannan the Chair- 
man of the section was authorized to appoint a 
special committee of three to look into the legal 
aspectafof this question and prepare a report for 
presentation to the Academy of Medicine.

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BOND AMENDMENT KILLED 
SHERMAN EXPLAINS AND 
THE SENATE DROPS Ih 


MR. 


THE APPROPRIATION FOR THE BOWL- 
ING GREEN SITE ALSO GIVEN UP— 
THE MGARRAHAN CLAIM AND THE 
BRIDGE BILL SIDE-TRACKED—THE 
OHIO SENATOR'S REMARKS, 


WasHINGTON, March 1.—The session of the 
Senate to-day, while marked by a heavy fiow of 
talk, was productive of butlittlein which the 
general publio is interested, 

New-Yorkers will be displeased to know that 
the provision in the Sundry OlvilAppropria- 
tions bill calling for the appropriation of $800,- 
000 to be used in acquiring the site in Bowling 
Green for the proposed new Custom House has 
been stricken out, and that the third section, 
which provides for a commission of five busi- 
ness men of the city to supervise the construc 
tion of the building, has been repealed. 

These decisions were made by the Senate and 
House conferrees, and the New-York Senators 
were powerless to prevent the Senate agreeing 
te them. Mr. Hill did not awake to the fact that 
the Custom House project was dead, so far as 
the present Senate is concerned, until several 
minutes after the catastrophe occurred. Mr. 
Hiscock made an effort to change the situation, 
bat without success. 

The Senate rededed gracefully from its posi- 
tion regarding the Sherman bond amendment, 
after Mr. Sherman had related the history of 
the amendment and a number of Senators had 
given their views concerning the financial situa- 
tion. 

The famous MoGarrahan Claim bill oseupied 
most of the morning hour. It was opposed by 
Mr. Morrill (Rep., Vt.,) and Mr. Stewart, (Popu- 
list, Nev.) The former declared that the difler- 
ence between the present billand the one which 
the President vetved was equal to the difference 
between tweedledee and tweediedum. A gum- 
ber of speeches were made in behalf of the 
measure, and it looked at one time as though it 
would come to a vote. Its consideration was 
not finished, however, when the morning hour 
expired, and Mr. Hill, (Dem., N. Y.,) who had 
been waiting for an opportunity to oall up the 
New-York and New-Jersey Bridge bill, refused 
to postpone such action, and the MoGarraban 
bill thereupon lost ite right of way. 

Mr. Hill found he had no light task on hand 
im getting up the bridge bill, but he finally suc- 
ceeded by a vote of 26 to 24. His success was 
very brief, however, As soon as the vote was 
decided in his favor the Post Office Appropria- 
tion bill was lugged in by the Appropriations 
Committee, and it immediately displaced the 
bridge measure. 

While the Post Office bill was under consider- 
ation the report of the conferrees on the Sundry 
Civil bill came in, and Mr. Allison (Rep., lowa,) 
asked unanimous consent to present it. Mr. 
Hiscock, who was doing his best to devise 
means to defeat the bridge Dill, at once ob- 
jected, it being his design to force Mr. Allison 
to make a motion to take up the conference re- 
port, which would have resulted in the loss to 

he bridge bill of ite privilege as the pending 
order of business. Mr. Harris, (Vem., Tenn.,) 
who was in the chair, decided that the confer- 
ence report was privileged and required no 
motion. 

This defeated Mr. Hiscock’s plan temporarily, 
but a little later, when Mr. Allison asked that 
the Senate proceed to consider the report, Mr. 
Hiscock objected again. This obliged Mr. Alli- 
s0n to move that the report be considered. The 
motion was agreed to, and the Bridge bill 
thereupon lost its right of way. 

Mr. Hill was very muoh disgusted over this 
set-back, and he walked over to Mr. Allison’s 
desk and indulged in some remarks which must 
have been very emphatic, judging from the 
gestures he made. Soon @fter he had returned 
to his seat Mr. Allison sought him, and they 
had another animated conversation, in which 
more savage gestures were indulged in. Mr. 
Hill dia not make another attempt to secure 
consideration of the Bridge bill, but it is expect- 
ed that he will do so to-morrow. 

The Post Office Appropriation bill has been 
amended by the Senate Committee on Appro- 
priations to the extent of leaving out the ro 
propriation of $196,614.22 for the West India 
fast mail The discussion on the subject was 
too brief to-day to indicate whether the Senate 
will accept the cat. 

When the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill was 
reported Mr. Allison gave notice that he would 
Move to recede from the Senate bond amend- 
ment, and this brought Mr. Sherman to his feet. 

Mr. Sherman reminded the Senate that nu 
Yote upon the bond amendment had been taken 
im the House, 60 thatthe opinion of that body 
had not been made known. He thought it due 
to the Senate anfl to the Committee on Finance 
that the exact history of that amendment be 
stated, so that ite importance might be judged 
by the Senate. He sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
hed read the clause of the Resumption act 
which authorized the Secretary of the Treasury 
to maintain specie payments; also a descrip- 
tion of the bonds then authorized.

4 YONKERS MINISTER STIRS UP OPPOSI-

Yonrxenrs, March 1.—The avowed hostility of 
the Rev. M. T. Holls, pastor of the German 
Lutheran Church in this city, against all secret 
societies has occasioned some opposition in the 
little church and made talk throughout the city.

“No,” he replied, “I have no opposition to 
any society especially, but all in general. Our 
Synod is principally opposed to secret societies 
and our ministers are working against them in 
all communities, I cannot say that [ am acting’ 
on official orders of the Synod, as the latter is 
not a legislative, but simply a consultive body.” 

Mr. Holle then told the reporter what were 
the Church’s ohjeations against secret societies, 

“ People are attracted from the Church,” said 
he, “ through these organizations, and because 
they have religious ceremonies they think the 
can worship in their halis as well as in churo 
and so they adopt another faith, which ie not 
the true one. é 

“Then again, every one who enters a secret 60- 
clety has to take an oath not to reveal the se- 
cret work of theorder. He swears before he 
knows the subject of an oath. 

**Lastly, secret societies do not profess be- 
lief inthe divinity of Christ, but o believe 
ina God. It is not right that men of all confes- 
sions, heathens as well as Christians, should 

unite aa brothers.” 

When asked how his co ation felt about 
the matter, Mr. Holls replied that some of the 
older members were also members of secret 
societies of one kind or another. He had not 
demanded of them that they should give them 
up, but some of them had told him they 
thought his stand was right. He had left the 
matter for them to work out in their own eon- 
sciences. 

Some of the younger members of secret socie- 
ties were said to have declared thatif it came 
to an issue they would stiek to the society and 
withdraw from the church. None of these could 
be found by the reporter this evening.

FIVE PERSONS BITTEN. 


TWO MAD DOGS CREATE AN EXCITE- 
MENT IN CHICAGO. 


CHIOAGO, March 1.—Two mad dogs were the

Before 
any one could kill the dog itran south to Erie 
Btreet. Willie Kennedy was playing in front of 
his home at 532. The dog sprang atthe child’s 
face, threw him to the ground, and infiloted a 
terrible cut on his left cheek. At 458 Superior 
Street the Danieleon boy tried to escape, but 
was caught, the brute’s teeth being imbedded 
in his thigh. 

Officer Flynn was near at hand by this time, 
The dog tried to escape again, but before it had 
gotten faraway a bullet from the officer’s re- 
volver brought his mad race to anend.

TARIFF-REFORM METHODS 


FIBST NECESSITY OF THE 
WORK IS THOROUGHNESS. 


THE 


GREATER DANGER TO THE DEMOORATIO | 
PARTY IN CONSERVATISM THAN IN 
RADICAL MEASURES—RAW MATERI- 

" ALs MUST BR MADE FREE AND 
OTHER DUTIES REDUCED. 


In THe NEW-YorK Tres of Monday there 
was printed a letter from Thomas G. Shearman 
to President-elect Cleveland asking permission 
to give to the publio letters upon the methods 
of tariffreform which Mr. Shearman proposes 
to write to the President-elect and a letter from 
Mr. Cleveland giving his consent. It is stipu- 
lated that Mr. Cleveland is not to be expected 
to reply to Mr. Shearman’s letters, por does ho 
assent or dissent from the views expressed 
therein. The first of these letters follows: 

Deak Bik: In pursuance of the plan approved 
by youin our recent correspondence, I beg to 
submit to you some preliminary considerations 
with regard tothe general work of tariff re- 
form, reserving questions of methods and de- 
tails for subsequent letters. 

The firat necessity of the great work of re- 
form, to which the American people have called 
you by such an impressive majority, is that it 
sho be or It may be considered that 
the necessities of Government revenue created 
by the reckless extravagance, if not actual cor- 
ruption, of the last protectionist Congress, have. 
made it impracticable at the present time to 
construct & new tariff upon a perfectly sound 
basis. It may be admitted, indeed, that an 
ideal revenue tariff has been made impractica- 
ble for the next four years. At all events, it is 
certain that the nearest approach to the stand- 
ard of atariff for revenue only which can be 
made at the next session of Congress must be a 
tariff which seoures the largest public revenue 
with the smallest private gain. 

Unless taxes are restored on sugar, tea, and 
coffee, it seems evident that no adequaterevenue 
can be raised without imposing a large number 
of duties which would have some element of 80- 
called “ preenenre ” jn them, and therefore in- 
crease the profit of some individuals at the ex- 
pense of the community atlarge. But whatever 
tariff taxes have been repealed ought to remain 
repealed. The framers of the McKinley tariff, in 
their greediness for prohibitory dutiés for pur- 
poses of private gain, caused this Nation to take 
a long stride toward the broadest free trade, 
and, believing this to be the ultimate result at 
which we should aim, Iam not disposed to ad- 
vise any step backward, simply fur the sake of 
banishing all elements of protection fronr the 
tariff. 

This view is strengthened by the knowledge 
that there is a widespread belief in the necessity 
of caution and moderation in tariff reform, 
which would make it useless to propose the im- 
mediate and total abolition of all protective 
taxes. While believing that this view is a mis- 
taken one, I recognize it as the one commonly 
accepted and which must be acted upon for the 


present 

All that is therefore practicable just now 
from any point of view, is the abolition o 
taxes upon crude materials for manufacture 

and the reduction of other protective taxes to 
that point which will put the largest propor- 
tion of such taxes into the public purse and the 
smallest proportion into private purses. Less 
than this would be a distinct violation of the 
pledges given to the people in the Demooratio 
national platform, upon the faith of which they 
have elected you, an a of which 
were as heartily approv by over 1,000,000 
electors who did not vote for you asthey were 
by any of those who did. 

The real danger of the situation is not that 
Congress witl do too much in this direction, but 
rather that it will do too littl. Whatever dan- 
ger there may be in the future from extreme 
radicalism, there is absolutely none in the pres- 
ent. The only danger to the cause of tariff re- 
form lies in the possibility that a timid and un- 
wise conservatism may prevent the fulfillment 
of those pledges upon which the people have 
justly relied and that some weak compromise 
may be adopted whioh will do little or no good, 
will disappoint the rightful expectations of the 
majority, and will lead the people to seek relief 
from oppression in disastrous experiments. 

The danger of the present political situation 
lies in the depressed and discouraged condition 
of the farmers and planters of the West and 
South. Forsome years past they have not 
had good prices for their crops, except when, by 
reason of some disaster, those crops were small. 
Both wheat and cotton have been selling until 
recently at the lowest prices ever known to the 
present generation, and multitudes of small 
farmers and planters are now in a condition of 
poverty of which the prosperous people of the 
East have absolutely no conception. 

Nothing is more natural or more inevitable 
than that, under such circumstances, millions 
of honest and faithful toilers, driven almost to 
despair, should catoh at any political straw 
which promises relief. Any student of political 
history for the last twenty-five years oan plain- 
ly see that each successive turn of the tide in 
favor of tliat money or debased currency of any 
kind has occurred simultaneously with a great 
depression in agricultural prices, and has sub- 
sided whenever those pricea have improved and 
general prosperity has returned. If the party to 
which the American people have now committed 
the charge of their Government does not devise 
some measure which will bring speedy relief to 
the farmers and planters, the people will cer- 
tainly call into power some other party which 
will promise such relief. 

But it is entirely in the power of Congress to 
lift this heavy burden from the agricultural 
classes and to restore prosperity to them and to 
the whole country. here is but one way in 
which it can be done, and thatis by apromptand 
large reduction of duties upon serelge importse— 
so large as to strike down the Chinese wall 
which is now erected against importations from 
Europe, our best customer, and so prompt as to 
give admission to those goods, in large and gen- 
erous messure, long before the Congressional 
elections of 1894 come around. 

For the only way in which the prices of farm- 
ers’ products can be increased without lessen- 
ing their production, and therefore the only 
way in which the aggregate income of American 
farmers and planters can be increased, is by 
opening our doors to an immense increase of 
importations, every dollar’s worth ef which 
will be paid for amepoeiotey by the export of 
American farm products. ven the course of 
events under the McKinley tariff proves the 
truth of this statement. For, although the pro- 
hibitory duties imposed by that tariff reduced 
our imports of European manufactures by 
about #70,000,000, the free-trade half of that 
tariff, by abolishing taxes upon raw sugar and 
some fibres, cunsed a much greater increase of 
imports, and, accordingly, our exports increased 
to an equal extent, 

Let us now, while retaining all the free-trade 
features of the MoKinley tariff, add to them 
free trade in raw materials and a large redue- 
tion in the duties upon manufactured goods, 
and we sball bring aboutan increase of neces- 
gary importations, which will pay for an im- 
mense increase in our exports of wheat, corn, 
cotten, and provisions. This will enable the 
planters of the South to raise a larger erop than 
ever, and yet to secure for it the same Pa ee per 
pound which they are now getting for their 
smallcrop. It will raise the price of wheat 15 
or 20 cents @ bushel and raise the prices of all 
other farm products, On the other hand, it will 
reduce the cost of manufactured yoods, and 
thus give tothe farmers and planters the ad- 
vantage of higher prices for everything which 
they selliand lower the prices for everything 
which they buy. It willsolve the problem in 
which they are interested, and willnot merely 
hold the vote gainedin the last eleotion, bus 
bring in thousands of voters who have thus far 
held aloof from us. 

Nor will such a policy be attended with the 
least danger tothe great manufacturing inter- 
ests. Very likely a few concerns, which are 
now making an annual profitof 20 or 30 per 
cent. pon their capital, mer have to be content 
with 10 per cent., but this is no cause for 

lamentation. The great mass of manufacturers 
will be greatly benefited by therough tariff re- 
form and reduction. The number of those who 
would be injured beyond the extent of a mere 
reduction of profits to a generous but not ex- 
travagant amount is s0 small as to be worthy of 
no consideration. Taking the country at large, 
not one person in a thousand would be injured 
by this policy, while ninety-nine out of every 
hundred would be vastly benefited. 

Considered from a merely political point of 
view, the ex jency of sucha course is obyi- 
ous. The only persone who couldjeven pretend 
to suffer any injury from it to be found in a 
limited part of New-England, a little district of 
New-York, and the State of Pennsylvania Al- 
most without exception these persons did 
everything within their power to defeat 
you and the cause which you represent at the 
recent election. No consideration which could 
be shown to them would have the slightest 
effect in gaining their votes or influence. They 
have carried all New-England, except Connecti- 
cut, against any tariff reform whatever; they 
hold Pennsylvania firmly, but everywhere else 
they are powerless for any purpose. You have 
everything to gain in the West and South by a 
courageous and thorough reform of the tariff. 
You have everything to lose there if you fail to 
accomplish such a reform, and it is mere waste 
of time to attempt to conciliate the protection.

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POLICE JUSTICES’ ILLEGAL ACTS. 


—— 
REPORT OF THE CITY OLUB’S COMMIT- 
TEE IX JUSTICE’ GRADY’S CASE. 


The committee of the City Club which investi- 
gated charges against Police Justice Grady has 
made a report which suggests a remedy to pre 
vent a repetition of such acts by any Polies 
Justice. It as yet has not been made public. 
Gen. Wager Swayne is the Chairman of the 
committee, but he ssid he did not eare to dis- 
ouss the report, because # communication con- 
taining it had been sent to 8 city official, and he 
could not make it public without the consent of 
the person to whom it was addressed. This re 
port of the committee, though brief, is very im- 
portant, and shows that there exists a practice 
followed by the Police Justices of this city that 
is directly contrary to law. 

When the committee was appointed by the 
City Club it was charged with the duty of in- 
vestigating certain irregularities practiced by 
Justice Grady. He was charged with having 


released from prison disorderly persons who 
had been committed to the Island by Police Jus- 
tlee Taintor. According to the Consolidation 
act, Section 398, no person who has been com- 
mitted for drunkenness, disorderly conduct, 
&o., cam be released except by a higher court, 
upon appeal, or by the committing magistrate, 
with the consent of one of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction. 

In the course of the investigation by Gen, 
Swayne’s committee, it was found that Justice 
Grady had taken one of the regular forms used 
in releasing prisoners and changed the printed 
form so as to make it request instead of direct 
the discharge. The Commissioner who signed 
the order said that he did not notice this 
ohange. . 

It is stated in the communication of Gen. 
Swayne that the committee has discovered that 
it is a common practice among the Police 
Justices in this olty to discharge, upon the ap- 
cpg me of some friend, prisoners who have 

een committed to prison by another magis- 
trate, and that this practice defeats the ends of 
justice and may place the majority of the Police 
Justices absolutely at the meroy of one or two 
of their number whose ideas of morals and good 
government may not correspond to those that 
are, or should be, accepted by good citizens. 

It was said by the informant of THE New- 
York Times that the City Club wanted to see 
some remedy for this state of things, and it was 
hoped that the proper authorities would actin 
the matter to set the thing right. 

It was learned bmg yf that copies of the 
committee’s report had been sent to Edmond 
Kelly, Secretary of the City Club, the Board of 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction, 
and to District Attorney Nicoll. 

Mr. Edmond Kelly said he did not care to di- 
vulge what was in the communication, as it was 
areport of the committee, and the Chairman 
oug t to be consulted, 

istrict Attorney Nicoll also refused to make 
the report public at present, simply saying that 
he might make it known the first of next week. 

The report was sent to the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction because they had 
aided theinvestigating committee in its work, 
and it was thought courteous to let them know 
the resulvof the investigation. Chairman H. 
H. Porter of the Board of Commissioners said 
he could not divulge what was in the report 
because it was contained in a letter addressed 
by one gentlemen to another, and if they did 
not care to make it public, he thought that he 
certainly could not. 

A gentleman said yesterday that if the warn- 
ings of thecommittee were heeded the matter 
would be straightened out, and that hereafter 
neither Justice Grady nor any other Police Jus- 
tice would dismiss prisoners whenhe had no 
authority to do so.

WORDS FAIL TO PICTURE BROOK- 
LYN’S STREETS AS THEY ARE. 


ANKLE DEEP WITH sNOW, MUD, AND 
WATER~LOWER FULTON STREET 
FOUL AND DISGUSTING — CITIZENS 
INDIGNANT AT THE INACTION OF 
THE STRRET CLEANERS. 


Bince the first day that the work of cleaning 
the streets of Brooklyn by contract was begun. 
years ago, the thoroughfares of that city have 
not been in as bad a condition as they are now. 
It 1s impossible to cross many streets without 
going ankle deep in snow, mud, and water. No 
attempt has been made to clean scores of 
streets; the snow has been allowed to lie day 
after day, in the expectation that either the 
sun or rain would do the work of the street- 
cleaning contractors. 

The condition of Fulton Street, between 
Pierrepont Street and Fulton Ferry, illustrates 
the condition of many streets: The thousands 
of people who cross Fulton Ferry daily, the 
vast numbers of people who walk up and down 
Fulton Street daily to and from the bridge cars, 
the many thousands of people who get on and 
off the surface cars a short distance above 
Sands Street, have had to wade all Winter alter- 
nately through dirty snowbanks and streams of 
mud and slush. 

No reasonable exouse has been offered for the 
disgraceful condition of this main approach to 
the bridge and Fulton Ferry. As a matter of 
fact, the men whose duty if is to clean the 
streets treat complaints with indifference. 

It is said that a movement is on foot in the 
direction of a mass meeting, to be called for the 
purpose of publicly denouncing the men who 
are responsible for the filthy condition of 
Brooklyn’s streets. A Fulton Street shop- 
keeper, who advocates the calling of a mass 
meeting and the formation of an association for 
the betterment of the streets, said to a reporter 
of Tuk New-York Times yesterday: 

‘In the First Ward alone there are several 
thousand people who have to go to New-York 
daily. I have talked with several of these men, 
and they are all anxious that steps should be 
taken for the formation of an organization which 
shall publicly denounce the city authorities for 
practically shutting off lower Fulton Street 
trom attention at the hands of the street clean- 
ers, The idea is to form an organization of men 


of all political beliefs pledged to vote next Fall 
against the candidates of the men whu now run 
the city. Thatisa the only way in which we can 
make our protest effective, and 1 say this as 4 
Democrat who has voted the straight ticket for 
twenty years.” 

* Who is to blame for the dirty streets?” the 
reporter asked. 

** Well, if you go to Mayor Boody and ask that 
question he will probably tell you in his smooth 
way that the city has not the money with which 
to clean the streets properly. Then he may tell 
you that, afterall, the streets are not in a very 
bad condition, 

“The city hasn’t enough money,” continued 
the shopkeeper, indulging in a sarcastic laugh. 
“It appears, however, that the city has got 
enough money with which to buy new parks, 
got up Columbian oelebrations, and pay for 
Aldermanic rum.” 

“Who are the street-cleaning contractors?” 

asked the reporter. 
_ “Bob Furey has the contract, but I don’t 
know how many politicians are interested in it. 
it has been reported that Alderman MoGarry 
could tell a8 much sbout the contract as 
Furey.” 

‘* Who is the Street Commissioner ?” 

“We don’t have any Street Commissioner. 
Big George Sterling is Superintendent of 
Streets. Helis a warm friend of Contractor 
Furey. They are such close friends that I don’t 
think Sterling could be induced to make things 
unpleasant for Furey. You can see the con- 
dition of the street for yourself and draw your 
own conclusions as tohow. much the Superin- 
tendent and contractor are worth to the city. 
It would be worth your while to go up to the 
City Hall some day and see Sterling, McGarry, 
and Furey comparing their big diamonds.”’ 

The shopkeeper said the condition of Lower 
Fulton Street was rendered especially exasper- 
ating to people doing business on it, because, 
while the section in question was practically 
ignored by the city suthorities, the street above 
the City Hall was regularly cleaned. 

“City Hall Square is kept comparatively 
clean,” said the shopkeeper. ‘ The Mayor looks 
out of his windows in the City Hall and sees 
that one Gan cross the street without wading, 
and then I suppose he fancies the entire street 
is clean. In the neighborhood of the big stores 
above the City Hall the contractors and Street 
Superintendent see that snow and mud are nos 
allowed to accumulate. 

“Bince Superintendent Sterling moved out of 
the Second Ward and purchased a big brown- 
stone-front near Prospect Park he has not been 
interested in the condition of Lower Fulton 
Street as he was afew years ago, Perhaps he 
will show some interest when we cet together 
down this way and vote solidly against the men 
who keep him in office.” 

The shopkeeper said, further, that Sterling was 
an Alderman enoe, but at that time lived in 
hamble quartersin the Second Ward; that it 
was notuntilhe had been Superintendent of 
Btreets that he bought s brownstone-front ina 
fashionable quarter of the oity and became 
the owner of fast trotters and big diamonds. 

“The mud and spow and slush do not bother 
Sterling,’ said the shopkeeper. “He need 
never soil his shoes, for the city supplies him 
with a horse and wagon. Alderman MoGarry 
does not mind tke dirty streets, either, for he, 
too, has his trotters and expensive driving rigs. 
As for Bob Furey, the street-cleaning contract- 
or, I don’t know that I should care to makea 
complaint to him about dirty streets unless I 
had a big stick in my hand.”’ 

It makes people very mad, while they are 
wading through muok, to see Mr. Sterling and 
Mr. McGarry riding bebind trottera. 

When Seth Low was Mayor the Board of City 
Works kept the streets in decent eondition. 
Whenever a big snowstorm came, Mayor Low 
told the Commissioners of City Works that he 
wanted such thoroughfares as Fulton Street 
cleaned promptly, and the work was done. 
Mayor Chapin never allowed Fulton Street to 
remain over twermty.four hours in the condition 
itisnowin. Mayor Boody has the same powers 
as his predecessor, and the appropriation for 
atrect cleauing is many thousands of dollars in 
excess of the sums set aside for the streets un- 
der Mesers. Low and Chapin. 

It is generally believed thatif Mayor Boody 
would summon Gupecinsontens Sterling and 
Contractor Furey before him and tell them that 
Brooklyn’s thoroughfares must be cleaned the 
order would be obeyed with alacrity. 

It is not expected that Mr. Boody will do any- 
thing of the kind. 

At the next meetings of the Young Republic- 
ans and the county organization of the anti- 
snappers the dirty streets of Brooklyn will re- 
ceive some attention. 

There seems to be a general disposition on the 
part of citizens, irrespective of party affilia- 
tions, to hold Mayor Boody responsible for the 
indescribably filthy condition of Brooklyn's 
streets. Unless something is quickly done to 
better affairs, Mr. Boody, if renominated next 
Fall, will be opposed by many independent citi- 
zens who voted for him when he first became a 
candidate,

LISHED BUSINESS. 


Siegfried Wertheim, doing business as A. 
Wertheim & Co., has made an assignment to C. 
H. Williams of 99 Nassau Street. Since Sep- 
tember, 1891, Mr. Wertheim has been the sole 
party in interest in the business, succeeding 
the German house of A. Wertheim & Co., which 
for several years prior to that time had been 
doing business in Hamburg and Cassel in Ger- 
many and New-York. 

The old firm, consisting of Biegfrie6d Wert- 
heim, Leopold Wertheim, and Sally Wertheim, 


had succeeded Mr. A. Wertheim, the founder of 
the house, who died in Hamburg last November. 
Biegfried Wertheim came to New-York éarly in 
the history of the business here and developed 
@ trade amounting to over $1,000,000 annually 
2 ee importation of pulp and other paper 

After the dissolution of the firm in July, 1891, 
Siegfried Wertheim, retiring from the house in 
Germany, continued the business here in the 
name of the old firm. 

During the past year Mr. Wertheim has made 
very heavy transactions in jute stock, and 
toward the closeof the year suffered serious 
losses by reason of a decline. This, taken with 
the stringency in the money market at the pres- 
ent moment, and the failure, by reason of ad- 
verse storms, to receive consignments of pulp 
as oy. as anticipated, has prevented Mr. 
Wertheim from meeting promptly some of his 
payments. 

Mr. Wertheim has strong financial friends in 
Europe, and ie hopeful that at an early date he 
will be able to meet his creditors with every ob- 
ligation discharged. 

The parent house of A. Wertheim & Co. of 
Hamburg and Cassel ig wholly unaffected by the 
failure of Siegfried Wertheim, being in no way 
involved in his liabilities, or by giving him 
oredit, as Mr. Wertheim’s liabilities, so far as 
ascertained by the assignee, consist entirely of 
indebtedness contracted through losses and 
upon credit obtained in this country.

DELWYN MADE A FOSS. 


BCREAMED, KICKED, AND sCRATCHED- 
WHEN TAKEN FROM HIS FATHER. 


A boy of five created a scene yesterday be- 
fore Judge Beach of the Supreme Court that for 
a time upset the quiet of the entire Court House. 
’ Under an order of the court he was taken from 
hia father and handed over to the custody of 
his mother, a proceeding that he resented so 
Ditterly that his struggles and shrieks awoke 
the echoes of the big building. 

Until Maroh, 1890, the boy’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Heidenheimer, lived happily to- 
gether in this city. Mr. Heidenheimer was a 
prosperous merchant, and married his wife in 


1881. She is the daughter of Henry Richter, a 
rich wholesale clothing merchant of 813 Broad- 
way. In 1890 the husbend and wife went 
abroad together, taking their only child, Del- 
wyn Richter, with them. 

Mr, Heidenheimer returned alone, leaving his 
wife and bey in Europe. Not long after he 
came back to America Mr. Heidenheimer be- 
came involved in a quarrel with bis wife's 
Yather and brothers, and as a consequence, he 
alleges, they induced Mrs. Heidenbeimwer to 
cease writing to him. After waiting for some 
time to hear from her in reply to his letters, he 
went to Europe to hunt her up. She bad left 
the place where she had been staying, and it 
Was only after considerable trouble that he suc 
ceeded in tracing her to asmall German village. 
Bue agreed to live with him again, provided her 
relatives were willing, but they instructed her 
by cable to have nothing more to do with “the 
rascal.” 

Mrs. Heidenhoimer returned to this city with 
her child, and for some time she has been livin, 
with her father at the latter’a residence, 52 
East Kightieth Street 

After trying in vain to effect.a reconciliation, 
Mr. Heidenheimer began a suit for separation, 
and pending this action he obtained a writ of 
habeas corpus from Judge Beach directing his 
wife to produce their boy, Delwyn, in court last 
Monday. 

Mr. Heidenheimer’s counsel, Benjamin F. Ein- 
stein, of Townsend, Dyett & Einstein, 247 
Broadway, asked that his client be permitted 
to see the boy before the court decided in whose 
custody Delwyn shonid be placed. Judge Beach 
thought the request a reasonable one, and or- 
dered that the boy should be allowed to visit 
his father, but that he was not to be kept over 
night away from his mother. Under this order 
Delwyn was taken to the Hotel Savoy, where 
Mr. Heidenheimer is living, on Sunday night. 

On Monday morning, at the hour when the 
writ was made returnable, Samuel Untermyer, 
representing Mre. Heidenheimer, appeared be- 
fore Judge Beach with the announcement that 
his client could not obey the writ, as the father 
had violated the order of the court, keeping the 
child over night and deolining to surrender 
him. The court suggested that Mr. Heiden- 
heimer had better bring the child into court and 
avoid trouble, and the case was put-over until 
yoeterday morning at 10:30. 

Yesterday, when the case came up, Mr. Heiden- 
he.wer held the hand of his boy, a bright little 
Yeliow of five, with a complexion as swarthy as 
a Spaniard’s. Mr. Kinstein was not in court, 
being engaged in another part of the building, 
and his representative, Mr. Yonge, asked that 
the case be put over until to-day, as Mr. Ein- 
stein desired to conduct it in person. After 
s0me little argument the court acceded to the 
renuest, whereupon Lawyers Untermyer and 
J u:hmore, who were on hand for Mrs. Heiden- 
he.mer, asked that the boy be returned to the 
mother in the meantime, to whieh reaucst 
Judge Beach acceded. 

“Your Honor,” Mr. Rushmore then said, “I 
sugcest that the buoy be transferred to us at 
Mr. Yonuge’s office. His father is a dramatic 
student, and I understand he has drilled the 
child to make a scene if it is attempted to take 
him out of bis charge here. The boy’s mother 1s 
ready toreceive him. She is in an adjoining 
room.” 

Mr. Yonge protested that there was no truth 
in this statement, but be added that the boy 
Was very uch attached to his father, and he 
could not guarantee that there would not be a 
scene. He declined, however, to take the re- 
spousibility of taking the lad to his oltice. 

“Very woll,” suid Mr. Untermyer, and then 
turning to Delwyn’s uncle, Danic] Richter, who 
stood by his side, he added: ‘Take the boy. 
Take him now.” 

Mr. Richter stooped to pick up the child, but 
the latter took sheiter between his father’s legs 
and cried: 

*“*I don’t wantto go with you! Don’t let him 

ke me, papa!” 

BMegardiiess of this outcry, Mr. Richter took 

he boy up in his arms, tearing him away by 
force from his father’s legs, to which the child 
was clinging desperately. He bore him out into 
the corridor, the boy kicking and soratching like 
mad, and yelling at the top of his voice. Mr. 
Richter was joined by Mra. Heiden- 
heimer, and the two started on a run 
for the street, where their carriage was 
standing. Onthe way the uncie tried to stifle 
the boy’s shrieks by putting one hand over his 
mouth, but the little fellow fought like a young 
demon, and the uncle had hard work to keep 
him from getting out of his arms. With little 
ceremony, and still yelling as loud as he could 
for help, Delwyn was bundled into the car- 
riage, Mr. Richter and Mrs. Heidenheimer fol- 
lowing. 

The horses were whipped up and the carriage 
had nearly reached Broadway when it was 
stopped by a policeman whose attention hail 
“1 attracted by the noise and shrieking in- 
side. 

After the case was explained to him, the po- 
liceman let the carriage proceed. 

Mr. Heidenheimer watched the entire acene 
from the steps of the Court House, and, as he 
saw his boy’s struggles, the tears rolled down 
his cheeks.

HER HUSBAND WANTS TO LEAVE TH! 
TOMBS TO SEE HER. 


A letter was received at the Tombs last Mon- 
day addressed to William B. Hayes, who is 
awaiting sentence for perjury. It was from Dr. 
Frank Daniels, who has been attending Mra. 
Hayes. The writer said he had concealed from 
Hayes the real condition of his wife during the 
trial, because he wished to keep his mind as 
clear and free from excitement as pussible, but 
that he must now inform the husband that his 
wife, while physically improving, was very 
much unsettled mentally. Her mind wan- 
dered, andin his (Dr. Daniele’s) opinion, she 
needed special care and treatment. The writer 
asked Hayes to authorize some proceeding 
which should make it possible to obtain money 
from Mrs. Hayes otherwise than by her own 
act, since the doctor's professional opinion was 
that she was so far deranged that a check 
signed by her would not be a legal obligation. 

Immediately upon receipt of this letter, 
Hayes sent for a friend and asked him to get 
the best specialist in insanity he could find to 
make an examination of Mrs. Hayes’s mental 
condition. 

Yesterday a message reached District Attor- 
ney Nicoll from Hayes to the effect that “ Dr. 
Hamilton” had examined Mra. Hayes and pro- 
nounced her insane, and asking that Hayes be 
permitted to go up to 136 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-seventh Street, where Mrs. Hayes 
now is,and have a short interview with her. 
Mr. Nicoll consulted Judge Martine, and it was 
agreed that neither would object to Hayes mak- 
ing such a visit, provided the certificate of the 
physician was produced adjudging Mrs. Hayes 
insane. This certificate did not reach the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office yesterday. 

William B. Hayes was asked yesterday who 
the physician was who had examined Mra. 
Hayes. He said he did not know, since he had 
not seen his friend from outside the bars since 
the examination. The name of Dr. Allan Mc- 
Lane Hamilton had been mentioned as that of 
the man whose testimony would be most de- 
sirable, but Hayes could not say that this spe- 
cialist had made the examination. He was 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of the certificate 
so that he might have a chance “to see his poor 
little wife again.”’ 

Mr. Hayes shed tears as he considered the un- 
happy condition of his wife. He looked haggard 
and was inclined to rehearse the various cir- 
cumstances which had combined to crush him 


down.

PLANS NOT LEGALLY APPROVED. 


BONDS CANNOT BE IS88UED FOR THE 
AMERICAN MUSEUM ADDITION. 


The controversy over the plans for the new 
addition to the American Museum of Natural 
History is likely to be gone all over again. The 
Park Commissioners at their meeting yesterday 
received a communication from Corporation 
Counsel Clark notifying them that the approval 
of the plans for the addition to the museum was 
invalid. His point was that the plans should 
have been approved by the full Board of Trust- 
ees of the museum instead of by the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trustees. In his 
opinion the Controller cannot legally issue the 
$350,000 in bonds authorized by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment for this werk. 
This bond issue was authorized on the appli- 
cation of the Park Commissioners after a ma- 
jority of the latter had decideg to adopt the 
Trustees’ plans in opposition to President 
Dana, who insisted on the plans of 1872 being 
followed. Mr. Dana has been ming all 
along that it was not right to adopt the 8t- 
ees’ plans, and he communicated with the Cor- 
poration Counsel Mr. Clark directed his letter 
od > Dana as President of the board, and in it 
said: 
“It appears from your letter and from the letter of 
John H. Wineser, Esq., Secretary of the American 
Museum of Natural History, that at the time the 
plans for the lecture halls and other addition to the 
American Museum of Natural History, which plans 
were prepared under Chapter 423 of the Laws of 
1892, were submitted to the Park Board for consid- 
eration, they had not been approved by the Trustees 
of the museum, but by an kKxecutive Committee of 
the Board of Seaeeem. You ask whether, after such 
irr lar proceeding, the Controller would be justi- 
mel . issuing bonds for the improvement contem- 
ated. 
- “The language of the act already cited, Capgtes 
423 of the Laws of 1892, is, {in Section 1:) ‘Said 
plans, when completed by said Trustees, shall be 
submitted to the Commissioners of said department 
for their approval.’ Itis very evident that the ap- 
yeoves by the Board of Trustees, not by the Execau- 

ve Commitvee of the Board of ‘Trustees, is a condi- 
tion p ent to the action of the Park 
Commissioners, and therefore the approval by the 
Commissioners without the prior approvalof the 
Trustees was an irregularity which was not cured 
by the subsequent action of the Trustees. 

“Tnasmuch as the plans have not been approved 
in the manner required by the act of 1892, it iollows 
that the Controller would not be justified in issuing 
bonds for the ereotion of the proposed building.” 

The Commissioners ordered copies of the let- 
ter sent to the Trustees of the museum. Morris 
K. Jesup, who is Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, had a conference with Mayor Gilroy 
about the matter after the meeting of the Park 
Board, but neither of them would talk for pub- 


lication.

NATIONAL CORDAGE STOCK. 


WIDE FLUCTUATIONS IN IT YESTERDAY— 
THE POOL DISSOLVED. 


National Cordage stock went through some 
wide fluctuations yesterday on the Stock Ex- 
change. It sold down from 62 to below 58, and 
the close was above 59. 

Wall Street had a story to account for the de- 
cline. It was that the pool in Cordage had been 
dissolved and that its members had come out 
abouteven. Once it had hada profit of $200,- 
000 or more on the deal, but when the time for 
settling came it was found that this bad disap- 
peared, brokers’ commissions having eaten it 
up. Another part of the gossip was that the 
dissolution of the pool was owing to a row 


among its members rather than to causes due to 
the affairs of the trust. 

The Cordage pool tlourished exceedingly for a 
time. It succeeded another pool which divided 
up over $1,300,000 among ite members not long 
ago. Someof the operators whv had been in- 
terested in that very successful venture went 
into the new one. The stock went up close to 
150. Then it was ‘out in two’’—that is, the 
capitalization of the company was doubled. 
This took place when the old stook ranged iu 
the neighborhood of 142, the new stook selling 
at about 71. 

In spite of efforts to keep up the advance, the 
market failed to respond to the pool’s eiforts. 
An enormous business was done in Cordage, 
but the quotation began to drop, and it kept on 
going lower. ‘** Deacon” 8. V. White, whose 
skiliful hand was credited with directing the 
efforts of the pool, was harshly criticised by a 
Boston newspaper, and in turn he wrote some 
vigoroualy-worded letters to its editor. These 
epistles were published, and increased Wall 
street interest in the deal. 

Mr. White yesterday confirmed the report 
that the pool] had gone out of business. The old 
pool, he said, had divided between $1,300,000 
and $1,400,000 in profits. Some of the gentle- 
men concerned in it hadjzone into the new vent- 
ure. Yesterday their stock had all been taken 
by a gentleman who regarded it as worth more 
than the price it represented to the holders. He 
took it off their hands at principal, interest, 
and commissions. The pool neither made nor 
lost anything. 

Who the members were or who it was who 
took their shares Mr. White declined to say.

SHOULD BE OPEN ALL SUNDAY. 


COMMISSIONER GRAY’S POSITION AS TO 
THE METROPOLITAN MUSEUM. 


Commissioner Gray, at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Park Board, stated that in his opinion the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art should be kept 
open all day on Sundays. Three times as many 
persons visited the museum on that day, he 
said, as on any other day. He thought it ridic- 
ulous that the museum should be kept open for 
only two or three hours in the afternoon on 
Sunday. It was decided that be should hold a 
conference with Gen. Di Cesnola about the mat- 
ter. 

The board granted permission to U. 8. Grant 
Post, G. A. R., to decorate Gen. Grant’s tomh in 


Riverside Park on Memorial Day and to hold 
memorial exercises there on that day. 

It was decided to enter a protest against the 
bill pending in the Legislature prohibiting the 
Commissioners from extending the transverse 
road that now runs through the park at Eighty- 
fifth and Eighty-sixth Streets through est 
Eighty-sixth Street to Riverside Drive. 

n behalf of the East Chester Improvement 
Company, Charles Strauss asked the Park Com- 
missioners to lay out a road through Pelham 
Bay Park. If this was done, he said, he would 
ask the Legislature for permission to construct 
a trolley road in the new road and thus geta 
direct line between Mount Vernon and Bartow 
tation. The Commissioners oame to the con- 
clusion that they would have to have maps and 
surveys of the park before any road could be 
jaid out, and the Park Commissioners will ask 
the Legislature for an appropriation of $200,000 
for laying out and making surveys and maps of 
Van Cortlandt, Bronx, and Pelham Parks. 

The plans for the improvement of Cathedral 
Parkway, which will cost about $240,000, were 
prasented by Engineer Kellogg. Mr. Dana 
thought that the parkway was not wide enough 
atsoime points and that more land might be 
acquired, and the whole matter was laid over.
